At a station just off 
from Meridian we left the train and after 
scouting about an hour or so managed to 
get a horse, the only one to be obtained 
at the place, This Harris mounted and pro- 
ceeded on his journey to Polk, leaving me 
behind. He carried the message safely 
through and it was not until some months 
later that I again saw him in Atlanta. 
You will remember that Forrest met the 
cavalry forees thay, had marched out of 
Memphis and drove them back, thus pre- 
venting the junction with Sherman’s forces 
near Meridian. Sherman gave up the trip 
and returned.’’ 


“When I got back to Atlanta {t looked 
dark for Atlanta. The federal forces had 
descended upon the city and were resting 
for the crucial trial. 

“Harris was here, stopping with me, and 
he did not believe that Atlanta would fall— 
that the federals could take it. Both Har- 
ris and myself were put on the staff af 
General Hood, who was camped right 
where Hood street now runs into White- 
hatl. I had the street named for him after- 
wards. Harris and myself visited the gen- 
eral’s quarters every day and with 
knowledge of the state’s topography I was 
of no mean service, of which I was very 
glad. I devoted my time to the work. 

“Those were stormy days. The shelling 
went on continuously. The great battle 
was fought out there on the Georgia road 
and then later the big fight out here on 
the Westview cemetery site. I had 
foreseen all this and had sold my paper and 
my interest in the mercantile establish- 
ment. I had bought gold with the money

I tell you what I got for my paper—@ cool 
$200,000. My wife took the.gold pieces and 
sewed them into her skirt, just far enough 
apart to keep them from rattling, and kept 
them so for many months. 

“One incident that occurred during this. 
long siege of Atlanta which I have not told 
before and which will be very interegting 
now, impressed me deeply at the time, | 

“Harris and myself went ta Hood's head- 
quarters every day. One miorning as I was 
going down Whitehall street I met a tall, 
strapping soldier—a lieutenant, as I saw, 
and when I got near him I recognized him 
as Lon Livingston, none other than the 
present congressman from this district. I 
had known Livingston since his boyhood— 
you know, I used to live in that county. 


Livingston, his father. ‘Colonel,’ he said, 
‘T want ‘to tell somebody from General 
Hood's quarters, and I suppose 1 had best 
tell you, what I saw this morning. I was 
coming up from home when a negro told 
me that a party of Stoneman’'s raiders 
were coming down the road. I hid in the 
bushes until they passed and then followed 
them for a raile or two. They are going 
through by Milledgeville to Macon, and I 
thought Generai Hood ought to Know 
about it.’ 

“The news surprise? me and I hurried 
bacle and told General Hood. He didn’t be- 
Heve it. ‘Who told you such a story as 
that” he asked. ‘I don’t belleve there's 
anything in it.’ I told him that the son of an 
old friend of mine had told me and that I 
put the strongest confidence in it. “General 
Hood,’ said Harris, confidently, ‘I am in- 
clined to believe Adair’s friend is right.’ 

“But General Hood would not believe it, 
and it was not until a few days Ister 
that we got confirmation of it, which 
came in the shape of telegrams telling of 
a conflict at Macon between Stoneman’s 
raiders and the confederate forces. 

“T shall never forget the night we left 
Atianta. The old rolling mills were on 


fire and four hundred bales of cotton be- 
longing to old man L. C;, Wells were: burn- 
ing. I remember as we went out that 


going up the big hill down below Atlanta 
the McDonough rord the big fire lere 
was blazing so brightly I could count 
the hairs in the horses tail by its light. 
“General Hood had placed me in charge 
of the headquarters wagons. I had wiih 
me a wagon of my own, an old-fashioned 
North Carolina tcbacco peddler’s wagon, 
with the long projecting end. Just as 
we were pulling out Henry Watterson, 
the Loulsville editor who had refugeed 
here and had been conducting his paper 
from this point, and John Happy, of the 
Nashville paper, came up and elimbed 
into our wagon.

As I was going to the city, 


to make alone, I decided to go with them, 
though I was literally worn out with over 
1,00 miles of continuous horse-back travel. 
I exchanged my saddle horse, saddies, etc., 
for an ambulance, put my two mules to it, 
gave the whip and lines to Ran, bought me 
a Spanish grammar and dictionary, took 
the back seat and commenced the study of 
the Spanish language. We made the trip 
at easy stages of about twenty-five miles 
per duy and reached the City of Mexico 
on the evening of the 9th of August. 

The trip was one of the longest, most 
laborious and hazardous of my life, but I 
will not tax your time or miné with its 
details, many of which would interest you 
deeply if I was there to give them,_to you. 

“Our reception upon the part of the gov- 
ernment officials here was all that we could 
have expected or desired. We were invited 


to an -:itudience with the empcror at the 
palace, the far-famed halls of the Monte- 
zumas. At the time fixed, we called and 


were most kindly received by the emperor 
and empress and were assured of their 
sympathy tn our misfortunes and of their 
earnest hope that we might find homes fur 
ourselves and friends in Mexico. The 
empress was our interpreter in the 
interview. She speaks fluently the French, 
Spanish, German and English languages, 
and is in all respects a great woman. 
We overtook at the City of Mexico General 
Megruder,Commodora Maury, Governor Al- 
len. of Louisiana; Judge Perkins, of Lou- 
isiana; Governor Reynolds. of Missouri, 
and Governor Murrah and General Clarke, 
of Texas, with many other and lesser 
confederate lights. On the 6th of Septem- 
ber the emperor published a decree open- 
lpg all of Mexico to immigration and 
colonization, and Commodore Maury and 
myself and other confederates were re- 
quested to prepare regulations to accom- 
pany the decree, which we did, and 
which were approved by tha emperor on 


the 27th. The decree and regulations offer 
very liberal indveements to immi'gra- 
tion, amongst which are a donation® of 


public lands at the r-ts of, 640 acres» to 
each Fead of a family, and 520 to ea*> *'n- 
gle man. A free passage to the country 
to eue¢h as not able to pay their own ex- 
penses, freedom from taxation for one 
year, and from military duty for five 
years, religiouga toleration, ete., ete. 
“Commodore Maury has been appointed 
imperial commissioner of colorization, 
which makes his authority tn the matter 
of colonization second only to that of the 
emperor. General Price, Judge Perkins 
and myeelf were apnointed agents of colo- 
nization. and requested to examine the 
lands lying upon and near the LIne of rail- 
road from tho City of Mexico to Vera 
Crug, for the purpose of determining 
whether they were suited to American 
colonization. We are engaged at this 
time in the discharge of that duty. We 
find tn the vicinity of this place the most 
beautiful and, all things considered, the 
best agricultural country that I have ever 
seen. The climate t!s delightful, never 
hot, never cold, always temperate, al- 
wavs pleasant; tha soil richer and more 
productive than the best of the prairie 
lands of Mississippi in the Okolona coun- 
try, vielding large crops of corn. barley, 
rice, tobacco, sugar cane and coffee, with 
all the fruits of the tropies, and the best 
that you ever tasted. You can raise two 
crops of corn on the same land each year. 
The usual mode of farming here is a crop 
of corn and a crop of tobacco on the same 
land, the corn ripening always before time 
to plant tobacco, and ten miles from here, 
in the direction of the coast, you can 
strike as good a cotton country as can be 
found in the world. 
‘The most profitable crop here is coffee 
You plant about 600 or 700 trees to the 
acre, it begins to bear at two, and pro- 
duces a full crop at four years old. You 
can always calculate safely on an average 
of two pounds to the tree, though there 
are inetances of trees bearing as high as 


twenty-eight pounds. The tree is 
hardy, and will live’ fifty or 100 
years. It costs about as much la- 
bor to cultivate and put into mar- 


ket an acre of.coffee ag it does an acre 
of corn in Georgia. 
“The coffee plantation, with its shade of 
bananas, figs, oranges, mangos and Zap- 
otes, with the walks fringed with pine 
apple, all in full bearing, is the richest 
and most beautiful spectacle upon which 
my eye has ever rested. I have selected 
640 acres about ten miles from here, where 
I propose to surround myself with the 
coffee plantation, in the midst of which 
I will nestle ‘down constantly, inhaling 
the odors of the rich tropical fruits and 
gaudy-colored and fragrant tropical flow- 
ers, in an atmoephere of perpetual spring.

Important Meeting of A. B. M. Society 
Occurs Tomorrow. 

At the meeting of the American Baptist 
Home Miseion board next Monday the mat- 
ter of appointing a district secretary to 
represent the Home Mission Society and 
the Missionary Union in Boston in Greater 
New York, will be considered. 

The appointment of such an Official, with 
headquariers in this city grows out of the 
recent success of these two 6ocieties in 
raising $500,000 to pay their joint debts. 
As a means of avoiding possible debts in 
the future, the home and foreign boards 
have just mado a carefu! computation of 
the average reeeipts of both societies for 
the past five years, and upon this basis 
have decided to ask the Baptist churches 
of the country to give next year $70,000, 
to be divided %$42¢,000 for foreign and $280- 
0041 for home miss:on work. 

These sums are exclusive of amounts re- 
ceived by the board from legacies, from 
rentals and from certain auxiliary women’s 
societies. Officers of the Missionary Union 
and the Home Missionary Soeiety at a 
meeting in New York on Wednesday con- 
gratulated the Baptists of the country on 
ine practicability and advantage of co- 
operation and announced their intention, 
while ieaving the autonomy of each soc.ety 
unimpaired, to seek to perpetuate and ex- 
tend the cordial reiationship brought about 
by the joint raising of the debt. 

They also asked in a diplomatic way other 
Baptist societic s to co-operate with them 
and expreseed the hope that the next Bap. 
tist anniversaries would appoint commit- 
tees charged with the duty of seeing how

KANSAS OBJECTS TO WAIFS. 


Big Influx of New York Waifs Causes 
Criticism. 


Reports come from Kansas that some 
people there object to the sending among 
them of New York city waifs, and that they 
intend to take steps to prevent the practice. 
The waifs referred to are sent by the 
Children’s Aid Society, which has sent out 
during its forty-odd years of existence 
91,479 children. 

These complaints, says, the ald society, 
come every year from Kansas, in which 
state many things besides waifs are object- 
ed to when they come from New York. 
The socicty has tried sending these chil- 
dren to the south and to New England, but 
always with poorer success than to the 
west. It admits that it is dificult always 
to secure homes for these children, but 
says it takes every possible precaution 
against sending out vicious ones. 

New York has thousands of such strays. 
They apply in far greater number than 
homes can be found for them. The society, 
as far as it is able, sends them to gchoolils 
and homes of its own. to learn what sort 
of a waif the applicant is. 

If a boy. he is sent upon a farm. Each 
child is given a trial. Only those that 
prove worthy during this trial are recom- 
mende@ to farmers in the west. And the 
fact that during the past twenty years all 
but about 8 per cent turn out well is point- 
ed to by the society as proof that it takes 
a reasonable amount of care in learning 
what sort of child it assists. 

Even after children are placed in homes, 
agents of the society visit them to help 
the foster parent to care for them. Those 
that find homes in Kansas do the best of 
all, and the society regrets that opposition 
so regularly develops there to the receipt 
of them. It feels that if the people could 
realize better the great work and what {it 
accomplished there would be less opposi- 
tion. 

Help and not criticism is needed. The 
Children’s Aid Society also helps families to 
reach the west and to get a start there.

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THE PRINCESS OF CLERES: By 
ame de LakFayette, Translatcd 
Thomas Sergeant Perry. 

When I found that the “Princess of 
Cleres” was published in 78, and written 
by a woman, I had great curiosity as to 
the quality of a novel that had withstood 
the influence of time for more than two 
centurics, and earned for itself a place 
@mong French classics. 

It ig a simple tale, despite the tragic 
emotions involved; not written by scho- 
lastic rules, but related with charming lu- 
cidity and grace; without superstition, and 
portraying the victory of reason over pas- 
sion—the scientific ideal of today. Perhaps 
it is this feature that gives it such high 
rank among French novelists and critics 
of the present generation. 

Lalitte says in 1885, “On the 
‘Princess of Cleres’ seem to 
perfect work that ever issued from the 
hand of a woman, She did not try vast 
works of strength in any direction, but in 
her own field. Madame de La Fayette had 
complete mastery. Her book will be read 
so long as there shall survive men of taste 
and intelligence,’’ and again he speaks of 
it as “a masterpiece.’’ I] have read. the 
story several tines but have never been 
able to understand/stth a pitch of enthu- 
siasm. It has to be sure “the tender grace 
of a day that is dead,’ but jt lacks Vivid- 
ness, force, vanity, e@mplexity, all the 
characteristics that make the genius of 
the modern novel. The basis of the book is 
the siory of Madame de Cleres, the most 
beautiful woman of the French court, and 
Monsieur de Nemours, the most accom- 
plishd gentleman of the court. The hero 
is a man of money affairs, but true love 
makes hie tongue falter and his cheeks 
pale. He endeavers to hide his passion, 
but the princess soon discovers it, and in- 
voluntariiy shares it. To proiect 
from the dangers with which her heart 
menace her, she to her husband 
that she loves Momns:eur de Nemours, and 
that she fears him and fears herself. Her 
husband, a man of the noblest type, reas- 
sures her and consoles her; but thraugh 
the imprudence of the duke he imagines 
himself wronged, and dies of grief. But 
the princess does not regard herself as a 
free woman; she remains faithful to the 
memory of the husband that she never

“You did not flatter yourself,’’ she re- 
plied; ‘‘the reasons for my acting as I do 
would not, perhaps, seem to me so strong, 
had I not chosen you as you suspect, and 
that is what makes me foreses unhappi- 
ness, if I should take an interest in you.” 

She goes on to tell him without reserve, 
that she does not believe that men keep 
their love in permanent un.ons; that he has 
been constant so long on account of ob- 
Stacies. She foresees him as always fas- 
cinating and gallant, susceptible to the 
flatteries of other women; she knows she 
canot make him happy. “Vanity is taste,’’ 
she ‘makes all women try 
to secure you; there are few whom you 
co not please. I should always imagine 
that you were loved and in love, and in 
this condition I could only suffer; I could 
Hot complain.’”’ 

“Monsicur de Nemours flung himself at 
her feet, and gave expression to all the 
emotions that filled him. He manifested 
by his words and tears the liveliest and 
tenderest passion that he had ever felt. 
Madame de Cleres was not unmoved: and, 
looking at Monsieur de Nemours with eyes 
heavy with tears, she exclaimed: 

“Why must I eharge you with the death 
of Monsicur de Cleres? Why did I rot 
know you when I was free, or why did I 
mot know you before I was marred? 
Why does fate divide us by such an in- 
superable obstacle?” 

“There is no obstacle,” he pleaded; “you 
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alone thwart my happiness; you alone im- 
pose a law which virtue and reagon could 
not impose.’’ 

‘It is true,” she replied, “that I make a 
great sacrifice to a duty which exists only 
in my tmagination. Wait to see what 
time will do, Monsteur de Cleres has but 
just died, and that fatal event is too recent 
for me to judge clearly. Meanwhile you 
have the pleasure of having won the love 
of a woman who would never have loved, 
had she not seen you; be sure my feelings 
for you will never change, and will always 
survive, whatever I do. 

“Goodby,” she sald. “This conversation 
fills me with shame.” All her conversa- 
tions thereafter with, the duke were like

What “Standish of Standish’ has done 
for the east in giving us an interesting, 
historical romance of its early settlement, 
‘Romona’’ has done for the west. 


If it is necessary to choose between the 


two, then to *Romona,” that purely 
American novel, let the preference be 
given, for no book ever left upon its scene 
of action a stronger impression.

It 
Was commonly supposed that the Duke La 
Rochefoucauld was the guthor, Madame 
de LaPayette denied in a letter the author- 
fifteen years after its 
aimits that she would be 
tempted to acknowledge it .if she were 
‘“‘sure that author would never claim 
os Of me °° © gat wee Geek you,” 
says, “for your opinion of it, for people 
have about come to blows over iIt.’’ 

Women who wrote in those times were 
regarded as improper characters, and Mad- 
ame de LaFayette, who was always sen- 
S.tive, Was averse to appearing learned. 
Besides, she was a woman of piety and be- 
longed to a little e who considered 
morals an abomination. It was said in 
this period, “A writer of novels or plays 
is a public poisoner, not of men’s ‘bodies, 
but of the souls of the faithful; and he 
ought to look upon himself guilty of 
numberless sp-ritual homicides, whether, in 
fact, he has alreaay caused them, or only 

lay cause them by his pernicious writ- 
ings.”’ 

Analote France considers the marvelous 
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success of the ‘‘Princess of Cleres”’ as well 
deserved, and says that she was the first 
to introduce naturalness into fiction: the 
first to draw human beings and real feel- 
ings.

In explanation of her title Mre. Steel gays 
when you ask an uneducated native of 
India why the great rebellion came to pass 
he will in nine cases out of ten reply: “God 
knows! He sent a breath into the worl,” 
which is an easy transition to a spirit 
moving on the face of the waters. 

In an artiele entitled ‘“‘Licht Literature,” 
which appeared in these columns not long 
since, the editor commented upon “certain 
feminina traits that frequentiy hamper wo- 
men in Hterary work—difference, artifict- 
ality and sensitiveness to criticism.” 

Furthermore that self-distrust robs wo- 
man’s work of vigor and originality and 
being mora conventional than man _ her 
literary products show the Hmitetions im- 
posed by these restrictions. 

Again, woman its moved by considera- 
tions that prohibit her handling the large 
affairs of life—its passions, vices, trage- 
dies, ete. 

This argument fails tn the case of Mrs. 
Flora Annie Steel, whose very feminine 
name {ts strong contrast to the very -mas- 
culine style which echaracter!zes her stories. 

Mrs. Steel’s writing shows a virility and 
daring rarely attempted by women writers. 
She treats of the seamy side of Angtlo-In- 
dian life with the clear cut of the scalpel 
and with that insight inte native customs 
and race pecullarities which only a long 
intimacy can make possible, For years 
Mra. Steel devoted her lifa to the natives, 
coustituiing herself a kind’of missionary 
agent. She gained their confidence and 
thus acquired that wonderful knowledge 
of the folklore and orienta! customs which 
has made her an authority on ethnology

and second not even to Mir, Kipling as a 
teller of eastern stories. 

In “On the Face of the Waters” Mrs. 
Steel has given us the best story of the 
Indian mutiny that has yet been written. 
From point of fact it compares favorably 
with the official reports, In the preface to 
the book she says: “Every incident bear- 
ing in the remotest degree on the Indian 
muting or on the part which real men 
took in it, is scrupulously exact, even to 
the date, the hour, the scene, the very 
weather.’’ 

With all this historical accuracy the 
story has not suffered {n interest. It holds 
the attention from first to last and is a 
g00d novel if Paul Leicester Ford’s test is 
correct. He says a good novel is one that 
keeps you up till 2 o’clock, when you or- 
dinarily go to bed at 11 o'clock. 

The motif of the story seems clearly to 
be the delineation of the native, racial in- 
stinct, caste, ete., and one wonders why 
the “‘sex against sex” conflict should play 
s0 important a part in the earlier chap- 
ters. In one of her clear cut sentences 
Mrs. Stee) says: “Faith is one of the two 
great passions which makes men militunt. 
The other, sex."

Mrs. Steel has succeeded well in explain- 
ing the psychology of the mutiny, her in- 
sight into native customs enabling her to 
see the question from the native stand- 
point.

low was only one of the many instances 
which goes to prove that the intelligence 
of the western mind is slow to grasp the 
mental and moral processes of the oriental 
with its many caste prejudices. 

While particularly successful in her de- 
lineation of the eastern character, Mrs.

These stories of the ebb, chronicles of 
the more mature experiences of humanity, 
are well worth reading in so far as they 
inculeate the truth which Mrs. Vliphant 
amnounces in her preface. But I think no 
one would agree with the philosophy that 
old age is without its compensations, 
pleasures and rewards.

“TELE KING IN YELLOW,” by Robert W. 

Char bers. 

Since Bdgar Allan Poe contributed his 
intmitable, weird and fantastic stories to 
the world’s literature, probably no work 
tis been published which gives the mystic 
greater play than “The King in Yellow. 
The stories and sketches in this production 
of Robert W. Chambers are fascinatingly 
mysterious and mysteriously fascinat- 
ing: wierd—in fact, they leave the mind of 
the reader in a maze, and almost over- 
power it with their vividness of coloring, 
and their fantastic filghts of jmagination. 
The scene is laid in New York and Parts 
in the last years of the first quarter of the 
twentieth century. The reader is given a 
short but vivid description of some of the 
changes that take place during the next 
twenty-five years. A war with Germany 
over the Samoan islands is alluded to, and 
the establishment of a government ‘Jethal 
chamber” in each city and town “where 
those who could no longer bear the pote 
rows of life might find a patniess death.’ 
The reader is then elven a meager giimpsé 
of “The King in Yellow,” a new work, 
which has just been published and is de- 
scribed as “This beautiful, stupendous cre- 
ation, terrible in its simplicity, irresistible 
in its truth.’ One is left entirely in the 
dark as to its nature or contents, except & 
faint allusion here and there to “‘Carcosa, 
where black stars hang in the heavens; 
when the shadows of men’s thoughts 
lengthen in the afternoon,” or to “the Jakes 
which connect Hastur, Aldebaran and the 
mystery of the Hyades,” or to Cassilda 
and Camilla, and the cloudy depths of 
Dehme, and the lakes of Hali—which, It 
must be confessed, are not calculated to 
give much enlightenment. This book is 
described as “spreading like an infectious 
disease, from city to gity. from continent 
to eontinent, barred out here, confiscated 
there, denounced by press and pulpit, cen- 
sured even by the most advanced of lite- 
rary anarchists’’—which is probably the 
wildest filght of the author’s imagination, 
to place pulpit, press and literary anar- 
chists together in the denunciation of any 
production of letters! Further, “it could 
not be judged by any known standard, 
yet, although it was acknowledged that 
the supreme note of art had been struck 
in ‘The King in Yellow,’ all felt that 
human nature could not bear the strain, 
nor thrive on words in which the es 
sence of the purest poison lurked.” The 
stories and sketches of which the Mr. 
Chambers production is made up have 
little or no connection, except that the 
characters have generally read “The King 
in Yellow,” and whether In New York 
or Paris; after reading thts baleful night- 
mare, they generally drift into madness. 
or come to some mysterious, gruesome end. 
I have not space to take them up in de- 
teil, and can only mention a few of them, 
The first. “‘The Repairer of Reputattons,” 
is a somber drama of madness resulting 
from reading ‘“The King in Yellow,’ which 
fairly beggars description. It would have 
done credit to the most fantastic oplum 
dream of Poe. The second, “The Mask,” 
is equally mystic, and one’s Imagination is 
taxed to follow its wierd flighte. ‘The 
Yellow Sign” is gruesome beyond meas- 
ure, and makes the reader’s flesh creep 
and hia hair stand on end. All of the 
stories in the first half of the work are 
vivid, tmaginative and strongly colored. 

The latter half of the work is made up 
of delightful stories of art life in the 
Latin qvwarter, mostly lald in the year 
1870, durtnge the siege of Paris by tha 
Prussian army. They have absolutely no 
connection with “The King in Yellow,” 
and it is not understood why they are 
published under the title. The characters 
are usually American art students and 
their grisette friends, and the field of 
the materio-mystic is entirely abandoned. 
The s'tuations are strong and clever, and 
are dealt with in a vein most delicate and 
masterly. -One of them, “The Street of 
the First Shell,”’ is exceptionaliy brilliant, 
Altogether, the book is well worth read- 
ing, though one would scarcely expect it 
from the pen of the author of “The Red 
Public.”’

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«“ THE EVOLUTION 
OF DODD’S SISTER.”

For the sake of all concerned, I am glad 
that Charlotte Eastman did not thrust 
Ruth Dodd into the chilly atmosphere of 
this uncongenial world as a grown-up 
young woman. Ruth, apparently sincere 
and charming, and presumably endowed 
with all the splendid qualifications that go 
to make the American woman admirable, 
would have deceived us. She was beautiful 
at eighteen and a year or two later was 
wedded. Had Ruth been presented to us as 
a debutante, her childhood having no in- 
terést that was not overshadowed by her 
present daintiness and charm, there would 
have been every outward reason for the 
development of an immediate affection for 
her. Perhaps,’-after all, it is better that 
the average of everyday life does not per- 
mit of an introspective retrospection that 
will let us look back and catch glimpses 
here and there of the younger days of thé 
young women—or young woman—whom we 
regard as more perfect than perfection. 

But in “The Evolution of Dodd's Sister’ 
we are invited, sensibly and with an eye 
to the fitness and propriety of all things 
concerned. with the proper and healthful 
rearing of a young woman, to follow, from 
the daintiest of perfumed nestling clothes 
to her own home-makihe, this ‘Miss Ruth 
Dodd. Ruth not only furnishes the exam- 
ple of the young woman whom we have all 
along been taught—and learned—togvoid in 
matrimony, but she affords a splendid and 
well-accepted opportunity for Charlotte 
Eastman to indicate in a sensible fashion 
some of the sad short-comings that sift in 
upon a young women's life. They are not 
short-comings which exist innate within 
the young woman—the Ruth Dedd—but 
false measures for which mother. teacher 
and near relatives arey responsible. And 
throughout the whole interesting bovok, 
short though it is, there is a determined 
firht upon the public school system of to. 
Gay and the dangers that lurk within it. 
Mut it is not altogether the public school 
eystem that suffers from the fearless, ana- 
lytical pen of the author, for the mother of 
Ruth Dodd is portrayed in every incident 
where the disadvantage is hérs—fhe falfiure 
to secure her daughter's confidenre in early 
childhood and to retain it in later days. 

Ruth was beautiful as a child. She was 
also genteely wayward. When it came to 
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go to, school the first time she wanted to 
wear the new tan slippers that Auntie 
Muay gave her; and after many pleatings, 
and after the final promise not to play in 
then, she wins her first victory over her 
mother. At school she became interested in 
the banker's daughter—sunbonnets and 
gingham aprons were not to her fastid- 
ious liking, though we are given to under- 
stand that the Rev. Mr. Dodd had the rath- 
er precarious living of a young minister. 
it was during her first year at school, long 
after her digestion had grown stout enough 
to ward off twinges of consequent pain, 
ahat she learned it was vulgar to eat pea- 
nuts. And then it became “‘common” to 
play in the honest fashion of ordinary, 
health-inspired giris. Just here we learn 
that Ruth does not avoid much thac Dodd 
encountered in his day, for after an inci- 
dent that is given by the author this fol- 
lows: 

‘Then there were giggles and whispered 
Sentences. When Ruth and Beatrice want- 
ed to know what was said they were made 
to give solemn promises never to tell, and 
the whispered sentences were passed on. 
There was a shout of amusement (from the 
Oider girls) at the puzzled look that came 
into the young faces, and explanations were 
given that calied forth wondering ‘Oh, my's’ 
from the children. But these were given 
only after repeated promises ‘never to tell 
their mothers.’ In this way it was that 
there came to those children their first 
linowledge of the most vital principle in 
human existence, accompanied by sugges- 
tions that were vulgar and coarse. Their 
very first impressions, that should have 
been as delicate as a mother could make 
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where the sweetness and innocency of her 
very tender age were being colored and dis- 
torted by contact with ideas and feelings 
far beyond her, she needed the closest eon- 
tact with a wise mother heart. 

“But the mother was entirely ignorant of 
these conditions and one of the first les- 
sons that Ruth learned Was to conceal 
from her the very things in which she most 
needed her advice. 

‘Mothers have been trained for generi- 
tions to consider any interest in the great- 
est questicn in nature on the part of wo- 
man as indicative of woman's eternal dis- 
grace.”’ 

Having brought Ruth safely to her en- : 
trance in the high school, the author again |

It is easier to get up picnics now 
than it used to be and talkiing excursions on 
the railroads is a @elighbtful thing that old- 
timers never had the privitege of perio: m- 
ing. The whole state of South Carolina 
come over to Atlanta last week and I had 
no idea there were such pretty girls in that 
State, but they can’t come up to Georgia. 
It is almost as easy to go a picnicking 
from South Carolina to the middie of Geor- 
gia now, as it used to be to go out on the 
creeks and rivers in one’s own settiement, 
and then there is no redbugs and chiggers 
to annoy after the picnic is over.

In the 
old times a young fellow would take hs 
sweetheart by the hand and walk the big 
road for miles, or through the paths they 
would go, “cooning”’ footlogs and: wading 
streams and having many other draw- 
backs,that are wmever thought of in these 
days of railroads and. other modern con- 
veniences. Some of the younsters tell me 
that it is not so “‘horrible’’ to be crowded 
as they do crowd on these excursions, and 
I guess it is not, for even in the old 
times I never heard a young fe!low com- 
plain of being too close to his sweetheart, 
and the girls don’t care, nor never did ¢are, 
for a little pressure on such occasions when 
the circumstances excused the thing. There 
is a right smart human nature in all such 
things and mighty little difference in follts 
upon the matter, but I venture that the 
pressure is always congenial or the giris 
will quickly make you stand further. Me 
and Brown have tried to get scrouged by 
these pretty young girls in our late days, 
but they stick pins in us till we are glad 
to get out and stay out—there seem® to 
be some little difference in being scroauged 
by an old man or a young, and I think I 
see where they are right. 

But, leaving the young people to have all 
the pleasure that they can, there is just 
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such a state of things in the rural districts 
now that should make us a!l throw up our 
hats and rejoice. The young men that 
follow the plows and make the crops 
have learned that the ealling of the farmer 
is not so “low’’ as was once supposed. A 
few years ago the country people passed 
through an ordeal of hard times that was 
trying and that many were not brave 
enough to stand. Not only young people, 
but fathers and mothers, came to think at 
one time that the country and country life 
was the hardest lot of the human family. 
This feeling has disappeared and those who 
were brave enough to stand the hardships 
and stress are pitying those who were so 
foolish as to leave the farms and crowd to 
the city. Surely the Georgia country people 
should thank God for the prosperity that is 
upon them, and they do, 

Ll4e LOWus ale huw pass’ng through an 
ordeal, and it may be a more serious stress 
than the one that the country passed 
through. This depends upon the course 
that is taken. The towns must be relieved. 
All the strikes in the world, nor all the 
ingenuity of the world, cannot relieve the 
towers people of this stress as long as there 
mre five or six men for every job of work. 
I would add nothing to the depression of 
the towns, but 1 feel that they cannot es- 
cape Without returning to the rural pur- 
su.ts, and they had better be told of it and 
prepared against it as soon as possible. 
If I could see anything, eve in the e.m 
distamce, ‘that would relieve the over- 
crowded towns, I would giadly administer 
the cheer, but I do not see it. Labor dis- 
turbances are bound -to increase, demorali- 
zation will grow and necessarily it will 
take an iron hand to deal with the condi- 
tions. I verily believe that were it mot 
for the country people this grand govern- 
ment would be in a state of revolution di- 
rectly—it wou!d at least take a “‘stronger’’ 
government than the people of these 
United States have ever Known to Keep 
things in order. There is just one remedy 
to avoid this—that is to umload the towns 
and let the people return to rural pursuits. 

The hardest thing in having this to oc- 
cur is for the town poor fo.Ks to come 
down off the h’'gh horses they have mount- 
ed. False pride must be suppressed, big 
notions must be smothered and a decis- 
ion at once to live within your means and 
to labor at whatever your hands findeth to 
do. I know that it will be mighty hard 
to get thousands to arrive at this stage, 
but you must. War will not relieve, des- 
perat on only clamps the chains of necessi- 
ty ithe tighter, and sooner or later, one way 
or another, you will hmve to reurn to coun- 
try life. 

It would be easy enough to do this if we 
would all only start at it right and to- 
gether. Women folks will be the hardest 
to persuade into the sacrifices that must 
be made to accompl!sh the emi. Thou- 
sands of them, I] believe, had rather die 
than give up the style that trey have been 
straining so hard to assume. If all the 
women wou!d get to be sensible and prac- 
ticable, the whole matter could soon be 
arranged. Let the family get together and 
agree that there is no way for them to 
keep in the present ruts and that they 
must come down and live in a. more sim- 
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ple way, and half the battle is over. The 
clouds will clear away, cheerfulness will 
pervade and the cry of hard t@hes will 
cease, 

But the people out where we live have 
nothing to do with the strikes; they do 
not invite war; there is no talk of anything 
much except that they want ‘“*free silver,”’ 
and the most of them will join the silver 
democrats to get this, and then all will 
bé rejoicing. Brown has gone back with 
tho silver democrats, and if he goes back 
everyboay else may. He says that this 
year is the first year of the world that 
biackberries could not be sold, and he 
thinks when people can’t find money 
enough to buy bilacberries, it is time to 
lay aside every other thought and work 
for more money. 

I have never had the reputation of beng 
a very great finamcier, but I have con- 
cluded that more money is the thing we 
want—anyway, that seems to be the big 
side, and I am tired, tired, of always be- 
ing in the minority, and shall trim my 
sails to be “in it” at the next election.

It Is Meant To Carry Out the Intent of 
the Wilson Law. 


STATES TO REGULATE THEIR TRAFFIC 


’ No Outside Laws Are To Interfere with 
a State’s Management of Its 
Liquor Sales. 


Washington, July 279.—(Special.j—It 
all goes to show that a man doesn’t have 
to be a lawyer to make a good legislator 
either in state legislature or the national 
congress. 

That has been demonstrated {n many In- 
etances. Take the senate as at present con- 
stituted and you find a rather remarkable 
ist of men who bear out this contention. 
Beginning with old Father Morrill, the dean 
of the senate, you find such men as these 
who are not members of the legal profes- 
sion: Gorman and Hawley, Gear, of Iowa, 
and McMillan, of Michigan; Jones, of Ne- 
vada and Gallinger; Sewall and Smith, of 
New Jersey; Murphy and Platt, of New 
York; Aldrich and Tillman, Cannon and 
Kyle, Mitchell, of Wisconsin, and Warren, 
_of Wyoming; Mantle and McBride, Butler 
and Pritchard, Hansbrough and Roach and 
not to forget for an instant the mighty 
Hanna, 

It is a remarkable array, and it would 
be a longer list if there were added to 
t the names of those who, inet adeait~ 
ted to the profession, have never practiced 
it. However widely these men may differ 
in their political beliefs, you are impressed 
in-their methods that the underlying char- 
acteristic in each man’s make-up is com- 
mon sense; and just as each has attained 
success as a law maker through his pos- 
session of that rarest of all virtues, so has 
the member representing the third district 
of South Carolina. 

Latimer and His Work. 

Hon. Asbury of Latimer 
Made quite a reputation in 
gress as a business man, full 
of good practical knowledga of men 
and affairs. He has called the attention 
of congress and the country to some im- 
portant legislation by the introduction of 
bills in that body along the lines upon 
Which he has been working. His bill to 
equalize the states in the share of public 
land for common school education is one

My attention was called to the whisky 
bill which Congressman Latimer introdue- 
ed in the house, and I asked him to state 
the Purpose and effect of the bill. 

‘The purpose and object of the bill,” 
he began, “seems to have been misunder- 
stood. I have been criticised for it in many 
places, and it has even entered into the 
Campaign in South Carolina. Now, so far 
&§ the senatorial campaign is concerned, 
T have said I would take no part in it, 
@nd I will not; but so general is the criti- 
cism of the measure and my purposes in 
Sdvocatirg it that I deem it necessary in 
8elf-defense to explain what it ls and what 
Will be its effect. 

The Object of the Bill.

“That Wilson law, it will be recalled, was 
passed by an overwhelming vote in both 
branches of congress. It was in no sense 
& party measure. It reflects what I be- 
lieve to be the overwhelming “sentiment 
of the people, and that is that the regula- 
tion of the liquor ¢raffic is best done by 
the states, and ts, in fact, a part of the 
right and the duty of the states. Every- 
body agrees that the states can regulate 
that traffic more effectively than the fed- 
eral government, and since the foundation 
of the goyernment it has been the policy of 
our federal legislators to leave its regula- 
tion to the states. The purpose of the 
Wilson act was in line with that idea. It 
was enacted with the intention of defi- 
nitely overcoming the objections to estate 
eontrol, which had been based on the 
interstate commefce principle. It was the 
act of the American congress, and. was 
in full accord with all former acts de- 
s.gned to give to the states the right to 
legislate in the interest of the morals of 
their citizens by regulating and controll- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

“It has been found by the courts that in 
one respect that law. as it stands, is de- 
fective. We want toc tre the defect. 
That is all there ts in it. As I said, the 
Latimer bill is in full accord with the 
original law, and is purposes are iden- 
tical with those of the original. 


A Misconstruction of Its Purposes. 


“It is charged,’’ continued the South Car- 
olina congressman, “that my bill means to 
fasten the dispensary system on the, state 
forever. There is no possible ground or 
excuse for such muisconstruction. The bill 
is a general one, and will affect all the 
States alike. If its result was to fasten 
the dispensary cn South Carolina, it would 
also fix that law on the other states of the 
un‘on. The fact is, it fixes the present 
system on the state only so long as the 
people of the state desire it. It simpf¥ 
gives to the people of the state the right 
of saying what system they do want, 
and strengthens their hands in making 
that system effective. 

“I would not vote to put any system of 
liquor regulation upon a state when a 
majoriy of the people did not desire it. 
As for the present law, there may be tm- 
provements necessary in it. Changes 
which I have approved have already been 
ng@ade, and other changes may be deemed 
necessary in the future. The enactment

With the gplendid power of the Chatta- 
hoochee at our doors we ought to have 
equally cheap power for all purposes, and 
the heating of our houses be much less 
than in the arctic regions of Maine. 


Dust. 
From Appleton's Popular Science Monthly. 
Micro-organisms are the great producers 
of disease, and dust is the chief carrier 
of micro-organisms. If there fs any one 
ubiquitous thing, it is dust, and yet, not- 
withstanding its dangerous contents, it is 
being continually poked up, so to speak. 
As soon as the housemaild is up, it is hus- 
tled and dusted Into ihe air, so that by the 
time the family is astir any germ which 
may have quietly settled in some corner 
where it could do no harm is floating about 
in the air, ready to appropriate any con- 
venient and moist resting piace, such as 
the human lungs or a bit of the breakfast, 
which will shortly carry it into one of the 
inmate’s systems. The street-cleaning de- 
partment, too, spends much of its energy 
in simply stirring up the dust about the 
streets; a little of it is carried off in carts 
each day, but every particte thus removed 
has probably been previously stirred up 
and allowed to settle a dozen t.rmmes. fhe 
carpets and upholstery of modern houses 
were apparently designed as dust Codect 
ors. It is impossible te clean thoroughly a 
thickly uphoistered sofa or chair, and al- 
most as @ifticult to get a modern carpet 
or rug clean; these articles always contain 
more or less dirt, which in -the case of the 
carpet is superficially stirred up at eaca 
sweeping.

Only One Course. 

“What, in your opinion, will be the atti- 
tude of those democrats in Georgia who 
were opposed to the national convention 
at Chicago comnnitting tho party to an 
uneqvivocal free coinage declaration?” 

“That question is answered by the atti- 
tude of my home paper, The Savannah 
Morning News, which, before the conven- 
tion took strong ground agiinst free coin- 
@ge at sixteen to one. It promptly acccpted 
ihe verdict of the convention. however, and 
led the fight ith south Georgia for demo- 
cratic success.

cn one of the many questions at issue, In 
rer last campaign I was opposed to the ef- 
fort to commit the party to an unequivocal 
declaration in behalf of free coinage, and I 
made my race for the senate as opposed to 
that issue; yet, when the party acted, I 
did not hesitate to do my duty as a demo- 
crat and to accept the abitrament of the 
national convention on a question upon 
which democrats had been divided. In this 
connection I recall very well the letier of 
Mr. Cleveland after his nomination in 1892, 
in which, in expressing pleasure that the 
democrats who had most bitterly opposed 
his nomination were giving him their active 
support, he said: ‘I think the underlying 
principle of party organization is the ac- 
ceptance of the arbitrament of the national 
convention.’

It is the hope of Messrs. Irby, Evans 
and Mayfield that they will be able by 
their combined efforts to prevent McLau- 
rin’s getting a majority of all the votes 


cast. They know that he is certain to 
head the list this time, and the most 
that any of them hope for now is the 


privilege of making the race with him at 
the second primary. It is very uncertain 
whether Irby, Evans or Mayfield will get 
second place when the votes are counted 
next month, but the chances at present 
favor Irby. He is making a good-natured 
fight, and is rollicking about the state in 
a way which makes it difficult to deter- 
mine just where he stands, 

Evans, however, may come in ahead of 
Irby. The latter’s: career as United States 
senator is being attacked vigorously and 
so successfully by McLaurin that his 
chances of being enteged in the final strug- 
gle have lessened ‘considerably during 
the past few days. McLaurin has secured 
from Washington statistics which show 
that Irby was not present more than a 
third of the time while he was senator 
and failed to vote on scores of important 

Irby has been unable to yen 
himself from these charges, but treafS 
them lightly and answers them with jokes 
about McLaurin's alleged republicanism, 

Looks Like McLaurin. 

It will thus be seen that In case a new 
primary election becomes necessary, as 
now seems probable, the final struggte 
will be between McLaurin and the strong- 
est man’ in the field which is at present 
opposing him. gut while this field may 
be able collectively to poll more votes 
than McLaurin willl om the 3lst of August, 
it does not follow by any means that the 
second count will register all these votes 
for the anti-McLaurin candidate. In fact, 
it is safe to say that no one of the men 
now entered in agaimst the 
present incumbent will be able to deliver 
his strength to agy other man after he 
retires. 

The position of Senator Tillman in the 
fight has been so frequently misrepresented 
that it is impossible now to get a word 
from him about ft. He says that he is 
taking no part in the contest, and that 
he is not trying to influence the action of 
his friends. The Evans supporters, how- 
ever, do not hesitate to claim that Till- 
man favors the former governor, and they 
are doing their best to circulate this re- 
port about the state. Tillman’s alleged 
opposition to McLaurin, of which there is 
not a particle of evidence, is said to be 
due to the fact that when he was a can- 
didate for United States senator he was 
opposed by McLaurin during the first few 
months of Butler’s cand'dacy, 

Tillman in Doubt. 

It is prefty safe to say, however, that 
Butler will let the candidates now in the 
field fight it out at the first primary, and 
that, if he takes any action at all, it will 
be when McLaurin and his single opponemt 
line up for their second heat. The same 
elements in the South Carolina democracy 
which elected General Earle over Evans 
two years ago now fnvors the election of 
McLaurin, and this is certain to be a big 
help. Practically all the newspapers of 
the state are supporting him and Gover- 
nor Ellerbe, who appointed him to succeed 
Gencral Earle, is aiding him in many ways.

Berlin, July 31.—(Spectal Cable Letter.)— 
Emperor William reached Kiel on board 
the imperial yacht Hohenzollern yesterday. 
On Thursday next, accompanied by the em- 
press and by the entire firet, under com- 
mand of Prince Henry of Prussia, his 
Majesty will start for St. Petersburg to 
Visit the czar. 

Prince Hohenlohe will join the emperor 
at Peterhof. 

The municipal authorities of St. Peters- 
burg will signalize the visit by presenting 
to their majesties a slice of bread and a 
silver dish and salt in a silver salt cellar, 
both richly ornamented in the Russian 
style and engraved with the joint arms of 
St. Petersburg and Germany. Upon 
rim of the dishes is the fellowing inscrip- 
tion: 

“lo their majesties, the emperor and em- 
press of Germany.” 

The grand autumn military maneuvers at 
liamburg will begin on September 2d and 
will continue to the 10th. 

The prince of Wales will be among the 
guests of the Kaiser at the principal 
views.

The pledgees of these bonds are held to 
be purchasers for value; that the methods 
adopted by the trustee and the company 
for issuing the bonds upon evidence of 
prior claimants of deposits in a like amount 
were the substantial compliance with the 
requirement that the bonds should be ueed 
exclusively In the payment of a like amount 
due depositors; that the company could use 
the received to reimburse itself 
for prior payments of deposits and for this 
purpose could sell, pledge or otherwise dis- 
them, and that in the absence of 
such bad faith as would impeach the hon- 
esty of such transaction, a purchaser or 
pledgee bad a right to presume that the 
bonds had been duly f{ssued. 

Extent of the Lien of Mortgage. 

The master finds that a number of out- 
lving lots of land are not included within 
the express terms of the mortrage, 

It is held that only such of these lots as 
may be pertinent or necessary to the 
of the mills and waterpowers passed under 
the mortgage and that the remainder of 
such lots are first subject to the lien of de- 
positors. 

It is also found that the len of the 
mortgage did not extend to material, find- 
ings, supplies and other personal property 
on hand at the time of the appointment of 
recelvers, excepting such machinery, equip- 
ment and appliances as were used in con- 
nection with the operation of the mill. This 
class of property is valued at $159,242.35. 

The master decided that the Hen of mort- 
gage is not intended to cover this class of 
property until default had been’ made and 
continued for ninety days and the trustee 
had actively intervened vy taking posses- 
sion or by the appointment of receivers. 

Until that time the right of the bond- 
holder was an inchoate equity. When re- 
ceivers were appointed the depositors had 
a complete and vested equity. As between 
these equities the master finds that in fa- 
vor of the depositor to be superior and de- 
cides that they have a first Hen upon all 
this class of property. 

It is found that the equitable len in favor 
of the bondholders upon this property 
ripens ninety days after July 1, 1896, when 
default was made, and that they have a 
second lien upon the property. 

Rights of the First Class. 


The report first makes an elaborate state- 
ment of facts. The master then treats

It is further held that under the ctr- 
cumstances the shareholders were not 
charged with actual notice. he rule of 


law is recognized that a shareholder dea)- 

ing wWkh a corporation as fts customer 

occup'es the status of a third person and 

is under no higher obdigwtion to pursue an 

inquiry than any other stranger would be. 
As to the Second Class. 

The next group of bondholders that are 
dealt with as a class consist of those de- 
positors who acquired their holdings eith- 
er by exchange or purpose. 

The master holds that the notice printed 
in the pass books furnished depositors, de- 
claring that the emtire property of the 
company had been pledged for the pay- 
ment of deposits and referring to the act 
of 1873, was sufficient to put the depositors 
upon imquiry. The doctrine of notice is 
then exhaustively discussed, and it is de- 
cided that the information in the posses- 
sion of the depositor was not sufficient to 
justify the inference of actual notice. 

It is held that the rule of notice applica- 
ble in the case .is that of a general com- 


| mercial law. That before the title of the 


| purchaser of negotiable securities can be 


impeached, bad faith must be established. 
Holders of Bonds as Collaterals. 

The priority of this class of pondholders 
is attacked upon the ground that the 
authority given for the issue restricted the 
use of the bonds and their proceeds to 
the payment of deposits. That this pur- 
pose was disclosed upon the face of the, 
bonds, and the bonds pledged to secure 
debts for purposes other than the payments 
of deposits was a diversion and the title 
of the holder of the bonds was therefore 
tainted. 

The report says: 


‘The equitable lien of the ,depositors 
exitends to the entire property, and Penge 


they are entitled to preference as 
of the company’s property not embraced 
within the express terms of the mortgage 
or included within its lien by reason of 
being appertinent to the property conveyed 
or connected with the operation of , the 
mills and the use of its water powe?é. 

With respect to the net income, if any, 
derived from the operation of the mills 
by the receivers, it is held that such as 
may have been earned prior to ninety 
days after default would come within the 
lien im favor of depositors, while that 
subsequently earned would come within the 
lien of the mortgnge. 

Unissued Bonds. 

Sixty-eight of the original issues of 
bonds have never been disposed of, but 
have been in the hands of the trustees. 
The depositors clatm the bonds have been 
issued for their benefit; they are entitled 
to have these sixty-eight bonds to partic- 
ipate in the proceeds of the mortgaged 
property in their behalf. 

The master finds that there is mo priv- 
ity of contract between the depositors and 
the parties to the mortgage, and that the 
expfessed purpose of the company in is- 
suing the bonds was nothing more than 
the naked declaration of intention upon 
whidh the depositors relied af their peril. 

It is said that whatever else the mort- 
gage may be, ft is certainly not an as- 


-signment for the benefit of this class of 


creditors. It is accordingly held that the 
depositors havé no equity in those unsold 
bonds, and that such bonds should be de 
livered up and caneelled.

York Stock Exchange. 


HAS FINANCED SEVERAL ROADS 


He Used To Be the Head of the Rich- 
mond Termingl. 


ALSO HELPED TO REORGANIZE THE CENTRAL 


His Sonjand Mr. Edwin Post Win Rep- 
resent Him cn ’Change and May 
Start a Bank in Atlanta. 


General Samuel Thomas has resigned 
from the New York stock exchange. He 
has been one of the leading operators on 
Wall street for yeers and is one of the 
wealthiest men of the metropolis. His re- 
tirement does not mean that he is with- 
drawing from business, because he has 
large investments in many properties 
which he will continue to direct. 

General Thomas has been identified with 
southern railway properties for a number 
of years. He was a large owner of securit- 
ties in the old East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia and saw it through many 
vicissitudes. He was the leading financier 
in the company for a long time. Then he 
was chairman of the executive board of 
the old Richmond Terminal and figured in 
both the East Tennessee and the Richmond 
and Danville before their last receiver- 
ships. He and Mr. Thomas F. Ryan reor- 
ganized the Central of Georgia and were 
given the Port Royal and Western Carolina 
and the Port Royal and Augusta railroads 
for their services. They reorganized those 
properties under the name of the Charles- 
ton and Western Carolina. General Thomas 
was president of the Monon system and 
directed its reorganization, which has just 
been completed. He had other important 
railroad fnterests. Before he became a 
railroad operator he owned rolling mills 
and other iron interests In Ohio. He is an 
able financier and had accumulated a for- 
tune estimated as high as $20,000,000. 

General Thomas's interests on the stock 
exchange will be represented by his son, 
Mr. Edward R. Thomas, and by Mr. Edwin 
M. Post. The latter is well known in At- 
lanta, where he frequently comes. He is a 


son of Colonel H. A. Vv. Post, 
the leading car trust banker in this 
country. The two young men, Messrs. 


Thomas and Post, have entered into a part- 
nership under the firm name, Thomas & 
Post, bankers and brokers. They have 
handsome Offices at 7 Wall street, New 
York, and start out with flattering pros- 
pects One cf their warm friends is ex- 
Senator Calvin Brice, who has large rail- 
road and other financial investments. The 
two young men are spoken of by the brok- 
ers and by the papers of New York as 
the most promising new firm in the city. 

Thare is local interest in the new firm 
by reason of the fact that (Mr. E. C. Spald- 
Ing represents the equipments interesta of 
the firm, embracing the Southern Iron Car 
Line, the Express Coal line and other 
companies, with a total equipment of 12,000 
freight cars, the management of which {is 
directed from Atlanta as headquarters. The 
firm is also considering the establishment 
of a branch office of their banking and 
brokerage business In the south with head- 
quarters in Atlanta, under the direction of 
Mr. Spalding, who would continue to 
manage the equipment also. If the branch 
is opened here, it will bring considerable 
new capital and an important volume of 
new business to the city. 

These gentlemen are all young, but. they 
have had experience in managing some 
very large financial transactions. Messrs. 
Thomas & Post are capitalists themselves 
of no small means. Mr. Post handled one 
deal last year which netted him $600,000, and 
there were others.

Yesterday after talk- 
ing to the experts he had one of these luc'a 
periods, and told them that he knew he 
Was crazy.

IS EIGHTY-EIGHT YEARS OLD 


Is Father of Dr. A. W. Calhoun aad | 


Judge A. E. Calhoun, of This City. 


IS KNOWN IN ALL SECTIONS OF GEORGIA 


Led a Worthy and Industrious Life 
and Set an Example for His 
Fellowmen. 


Dr. A. W. Calhoun, one of the oldest and 
best known citizens of Georgia, lics at the 
peint of death at his home in Newnan. 

Dr. Calhoun has been ill for some time, 
and it has been known that he cannot re- 


cover. Late yesterday afternoon his a 
ness took a more serious turn, and he ! 


at the point of death. 

He is eighty-eight years of age, and this 
fact has been very much against him. 
Had he been a younger man, it is very 
probable that he could have successfully 
hattled with the sickness which is gradu- 
ally overcoming him. Though weak and 
feeble from the siege through which he 
is going, Dr. Calhoun is perfectly strong 
in mind, and is conscious of all that is 
going on around him. 

He is the father of Dr. A. W. Calhoun 
and Judge A. E. Calhoun, both of this 
city. Last night Judge Calhoun was called 
to the’ bedside of his father. He knew 
his father was very ill, and did not ex- 
pect him to recover, but the sudden turn 
for the worse came as an unexpected 
blow. 

Dr. Calfoun is just beginning his eighty- 
ninth year of life. He was born in the old 
Calhoun settlement in Abbeville district, 
South Carolina. In this quaint old place 
his boyhcod days were spent, and here the 
manty character which has marked his 
life was formed. 

His life has been an example to the men 
around him. Ke went in a straight, steady 
line, his habits never varied, and he re- 
quired those who were dear to him to fol- 
low’ in his footsteps. Though stern at 
times, he did what he clearly conceived 
to be his duty, and did it without falter- 
ing. 

He is known from one end of the state 
to the other, and his name always carries 
with it respect. As a practitioner in New- 
nan he made hundreds of friends. 

When a young man Dr. Calhoun left 
his home and went to schoo} in the famous 
Cambridge school. He came to Georgia 
about 1831 with an old friend of his and set- 
tled at Newnan. He has lived there ever 
since, and has been an example of a true 
Christian man. 

His Noble Record. 

He received his medical education in 
Paris with Dr. H. V. M. Miller, the well- 
known Atlanta physician, who recently 
died. In Newnan he had a Jarge practice, 
and accumulated considerable wealth. Be- 
fore the war he quit practicing and began 
to farm, because he loved a large planta- 
tion. After the war all his slaves left him, 
and then he once more ‘took up his profes- 
sion, He continued it until old age caused 
him to retire. 

During ali his life Dr. Calhoun never 
aspired to political honors, and though 
urged to run for office, he preferred to 
remain at home with his family. The only 
office he ever held was that of representa- 
tive, and then he ran only to save his 
party from defeat. He was in the legisla- 
ture with Toombs and Stephens and men 
of that class. He is at present one of the 
few delegates to the secessionist conven- 
tion in Coweta who are now alive. 

Dr. Cavhoun was a man of fine appear- 
ance. and his intelligence was stamped 
in his face. He had a fine brain, and 
thcugh he has been through much sick- 
ness in his old age, !t hes never weak- 
ened. He had a strong will, and tn taking 
Pn action always deliberated over it. He 
sag = what he thought to be his duty,

A handful of bolt- 
ers joined the brigade, headed by Pal- 
mer and Buckner, and the Indianapolis 
platform, which declared for gold and 
any kind of a tariff, and a few more 
who had the courage of their convic- 
tions went openly and boldly into the 
republican camp and voted the repub- 
lican ticket. The defection from both 
sources, however, was immaterial, and 
the rock-ribbed democrats of Georgia— 
those who believed in party regularity 
—rolled up the usual democratic major- 
ity. The prompt acceptance of the dec- 
laration of the party by so many of 
those who were opposed to the adoption 
of the currency plank which received 
the overwhelming approval of the con- 
vention, was a tribute to their party 
loyalty, which, while not unexpected, 
was gratifying to those who were work- 
ing in behalf of democratic success. 
They did nothing more than other dem- 
ocrats had done before in sinking their 
differences in the voice of the majority— 
@ democratic principle as old as the 
party itself, and which must be recog- 
nized as an essential basis for all party 
organization. If the minority in the 
campaign of last year, had the right to 
bolt the party, the minority in any cam- 
paign has the right to do the same 
thing; and, as Mr. duBignon shows, 
the aggregate of a few such minorities 
* would soon be greater than the strength 
of any party. 

Mr. duBignon calls attention to the 
letter of Mr. Cleveland, written in the 
eummer of 1592, in which he congrat- 
ulated those democrats who had eppos- 
ed his nomination for so promptly yield- 
ing to the “afbitrament of the national 
convention”—which Mr. Cleveland then 
declared was the “underlying principle 
of party organization.” Those who so 
bitterly opposed Mr, Clevcland’s nomi- 
nation then—and whose protest against 
which has since been so thoroughly yin- 
dicated—had greater justification for 
boiting the party then than did those 
who left the party a year ago because 
the national convention would not sub- 
mit to their dictation.

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Should It Be on the SabbathP 

A very interesting matter which {8 
likely to come up at the approaching 
national encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic is the proposition 
to change the observance of federal dec- 
oration day from May 30th, as it now 
stands, to the last Sunday in the same 
month. 

The reason for this desired change is 
hat within the past few years there has 
sprung up a disposition on the part of 
many to overlook the sacred meaning 
of the day and to spend it in such holi- 
day pastimes as baseball and other 
games. If the day falls on Sunday, 
however, {t will be impossible for these 
games to intrude upon its proper ob- 
servance. Of course there are many 
who favor the present arrangement, on 
the ground that people should not be 
compelled by Sabbath restraints to ob- 
serve a day which patriotism alone 
should hallow. If the matter comes up, 
a lively fight will be precipitated. 
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England’s Seizure of Palmyra Island. 
If the United States government really 
intends to annex the Hawaiian islands 
in the near future, there is ground for 
serious alarm in the announcement that 
Great Britain has seized Palmyra isl- 
and, in the middle Pacific. This 
island is located some nine hundred 
miles fo the southwest of Hawaii, but 
the government of these islands is firm 
in the contention that it belongs to 
the Hawaiian group. 

Great Britain’s object in seizing Pal- 
myra island is to utilize it in«connection 
with the laying of a new trans-Pacific 
cable line by way of Australia; but in 
view of the claim set up by the Ha- 
Wwallan government, it is likely that 
some investigation will be made by the 
state department at Washington Into 
treat Britain’s right to seize the island. 
If Palmyra really—bélongs to the Ha- 
wailan group of islands and is included 
within the geographical purview of the 
treaty which’ is now pending, Great 
Britain's seizure of the island is wholly 
unwarranted and arbitrary. 

But there is still another phase of the 
matter which equally demands inves- 
tigation. Apart from any connection 
which the island may have with the 
Hawaiian group, it is claimed that Pal- 
myra belungs to the United States by 
right of original discovery. Whether or 
not this claim proceeds from the state 
department at Washington cannot be 
said, but the allegations in the case are 
briefly these: In 1802 Captain Sawle, 
of the American ship Palmyra, landed 
upon the island and gave to it the name 
of his vessel. If it can be established that 


of | 


the American officer raised the flag of 
the United States over the island and 
formally took possession of it, the Brit- 
ish government will have nomore alter- 
native but to abandon its occupancy. 
Great Britain’s seizure upon the istand is 
based upon its alleged discovery by Com- 
mander Nichols, of her majesty’s ship 
Cormorant, in 1889, at which time it is 
claimed that the British flare was hoist- 
ed over it. Whatever may be the real 
truth of the matter, it is likely that 
almyra island will prove a bone of 
contention in diplomatic circles for 
some little time tocome. As Great Britain 
is already in actual possession of the 
the advantage 
to begin with and may possibly be able 
to establish her claims. 
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The Progress of Law Reform. 

The Constitution prints today an in- 
teresting contribution to the discussion 
now going on concerning the necessity 
of law reform, which should receive the 
attention of every citizen of the state. 

Major John C. Whitner, from whose 
clear-cut mind come views bright and 
sharp which shed light upon the sit- 
uation, takes up the idea that in order 
to reach the punishment of crimes of 
blood such a length of time should 
elapse that men would feel the coldness 
of an iceberg in deciding upon its mer- 
its. He discusses the statutes createa 
by the great Law Giver, who, in estab- 
lishing the theocracy of Israel, provided 
for the immediate and instant punish- 
ment of those who offended the laws of 
nature. We very much fear that if the 
judicial code which the Almighty estab- 
lished for the government of His peo- 
ple were enacted in Georgia it 
would be assailed by humanitarians and 
icy philosophers as lynch law or mob 
law. Major Whitner quotes the positive 
declaration that “‘whoso sheddeth man’s 
blocd, by man shall his blood be shed.” 
The’ provisions which were made for 
the punishment of those who -offended 
against lite were Draconian in their 
intensity. Even if a man was found 
dead the rulers of the nearest city were 
held to such responsibility that they 
had to purge themselves of knowledge 
by oath. 

The argument to which Major Whit- 
ner leads can be followed in hig letter, 
showing that there is that implanted in 
human ature which requires’ the 
prompt wht speedy punishment of cer- 
tain crimes and that the failure to make 
that punishment as prompt as It is cer- 
tain, is for the law itself to engage in 
the work of making people criminals. 
The land must be freed from the pollu- 
tion of blood. Thao decree is more than 
human—it is divine. Laws and courts 
have been made to give enforcement to 
that decree, and when they fall in it 
they simply invite the people to become 
criminals in exercising that inborn in- 
dignation which is planted in every 
human breast, and which no amount of 
law and no process of civilization can 
eradicate as long as men human. 
“The Almighty,” said Mr. Whitner. “is 
not mocked. No land,” says he again, 
“can allow the shedding of innocent 
blood to go unpunished without literal- 
ly producing a murderous spirit in the 
people.” 

But enough has been said on this 
point to draw attention to Major Whit- 
ner’s line of argument, which resolves 
itself into the question, Are lynchings 
for nothing? It is untrue that the peo- 
ple of any section of the south or of 
any neighborheod in it are savage or 
barbarous. When they resort to such 
an extreme act there must have heen 
behind that a provocation which. has 
outraged nature. In the language of a 
distinguished jurist, whose name is 
known with respect all over Georgia, 
the law has attempted to create penal- 
ties commensurate with certain crimes, 
Mewhich penalties are accepted by the peo- 
ple as sufficient to the crime, but. there 
are certain other offenses so far beyond 
the limit of human indignation that-with 
palsied hand the law affixes an extreme 
penalty, but still one so far short of

| aghast. Herein comes the duty of law, 


to recognize in dealing with this class 
of cases that inborn instinct instilled 
into man by God, himself, which calls 
for instant punishment, and to take such 
action as will give the punishment even 
while the people are suffering under 
that righteous indjgnation which even 
angels are permitted to feel. 

Having given’ this much attention to 
the question of lynching and its causes, 
The Constitution desires to state that 
it has nothing whatever to do with the 
pending demand for law reform. Lynch- 
ing is but a disease growing out of 
certain conditions. It {s the exception, 
and is not to be considered in the per- 
manent work of legislation. The de- 
mand for law reform comes from quite 
a different source. The people have be- 
come tired of seeing those interminable 
delays and continuances which, on their 
very face, bear evidence of insincerity 
and a purpose to trifle with the law 
and make sport of the court. These 
delays go to every question which 
comes up for litigation from the one 
where human life is involved down to 
a suit for the enforcement of a promis- 
sory note. They run through the whole 
course of Htigation. It is one fruitful 
source of extravagance in government, 
in which counties are taxed beyond 
their ability to support courts whose 
work is nullified by technicality and 
contempt. The Constitution has already 
printed the opinions of nearly every 
newspaper in the state, showing a sin- 
guiar unanimity in denouncing the evils 
complained of, and in demanding re- 
form. That feeling has extended from 
the people and the press to the bar it- 
self, and no stronger evidence of the 
prostitution of courts of justice can 
be found than was presented in the 
declaration of the bar association of 
Georgia, which has taken definite steps 
to have proper remedies submitted to 
the legislature. Behind the action of 
the bar association stands the names of 
the best lawyers in Georgia—men of 
family, of character, of respectability, 
who feel their duty as citizens as well 
as their professional privileges. It Is 
true that here and there may be found 
those who say the law is sufficilent—men 
who have profited by delay, to wiom 
technicalities bring additional fees, and 
whose motive in opposing law reform {fs 
utterly selfish and unpatriotic. 

It is to be understood that if there 
had never been a lynching in Georgia, 
if the crime had never been committed 
which leads to it, the demand for law 
reform would still be as strong as 
ever. Let the public mind not become 
mystified by the quibbles of those who 
would mix the issues. It Is plain and 
unmistakable, and has behind it the 
brain, and the heart and soul of Geor- 
gia. 
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Bad Business. 

Our contemporary, The Savannah 
Press, declares itself to be “democratic 
to the core,”’ and it is inelined to resent 
a recent statement of The Constitution, 
made in a friendly way, that it “seems 
to lean against the democratic party.” 

Our esteemed Savannah contemporary 
says that it “has not sought to take 
its democracy from The Constitution.” 

Our contemporary should keep in 
view the fact that it has no business 
taking its democracy from The Consti- 
tution, or from any other newspaper. 


‘The fountain spring of democracy is 


the platform of the party as adopted 
at its last national convention, held in 
Chicago about a year ago. 


Instead of blocking and throwing ob- 


stacles in the way of democratic suc- 
cess, The Press accepted the verdict of 
the national convention of the party 
and promplly whecled in line for demo- 
cratic sueeess. It is with surprise and 
regret, therefore, that we observe at 
this time a tendency on the part of The 
Press to chafe under democratic harness. 
In the very editorial in which The Press 
announces that it “is democratic to the 
core,” it says: 

This is the time for reorganization and 
reform. It is the time for counsel and 
deliberation. The work should begin now, 
so that in 190, when the lInes-are drawn 
for the-next national contest. there can be 
no mistakes and no false notes. 

If by this our Savannah contempo- 
rary means to encourage the effort to 
create dissatisfaction at the platform 
which is now the test of democracy, we 
have only to say that such a course 
would be more cousistent with the poli- 
cy of a republican than a democratic 
The lines are already drawn 
for the next national contest, and those 
who seek to create democratic discon- 
tent and array democrats against the 
standard under which they are fighting, 
cannot have the good of the party at 
heart. Such work is bad business for 
any democratic newspaper, and we do 
not believe The Press intends to be- 
come identified with any such conduct. 


- 
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Bishop Turner’s Communication. 

Elsewhere in today’s issue of The 
Constitution will be found a somewhat 
lengthy and if}-tempered communication 
from the pen of Bishop H. M. Turner, 
of the African Methodist Episcopal 
church, addressed to The Boston Globe, 
in which paper it appears simultaneous- 
ly. In this communication Bishop Tur- 
ner replies to certain strictures which 
appeared in The Boston Globe some 
two months ago, relative to the bishop’s 
African colonization scheme, ‘and un- 
dertakes to show that the various 
charges preferred against the alleged 
failure of the scheme are wholly and 
absolutely false, 

Without going into any detailed anal- 
ysis of Bishop Turner’s communication, 
which speaks for itself, there are cer- 
tain arguments therein advanced which 
deserve passing notice. Before address- 
ing ourselves to these arguments, how- 
ever, it is fair to state that The Con- 
stitution has never regarded Bishop 
Turner’s colonization scheme with favor 
for the simple reason that it seems to 
ack feasibility. While some few adven- 
turous and discontented negroes may be 
found from time to time who are wil- 
ling to give up their American citizen- 
ship for life in the African jungles, it 
is idle to expect that the time will ever 
come when the entire negro race in 
America will be impelled by this incli- 
nation. Whatever the advantages 
of African colonization may be. 
these advantages must necessarily fall 
short of those which are offered by 
this country and which represent the 
fruitage of the highest civilization on 
the globe. The negroes as a class real- 
ize this perfectly and they do not intena 
to allow themselves to be lured into 
any scheme of colonization which will 
deprive them of the benefits of American 
citizenship. 

But passing from the far-fetched and 
utopian character of the bishop’s colo- 
nization scheme, it is interesting to 
note the attitude which he assumes 


“The black face in this country,” says 
he, “is the badge of infamy and the 
symbol of degradation. When the ne- 
gro undertakes to enter into competi- 
tion with the white man, does he not 


meet with every opposition? Is he not 


proscribed and made the victim of spe- 
cial legislation and special judicial de- 
cisions from the supreme court of the 
United States down?” Such language 
is the very essence of pessimism and 
shows that Bishop Turner has taken 4 
morbid and grossly exaggerated view of 
the situation. Unless the entire race 
is given over to the criminal and law- 
less instincts which crop out in a few 
desperate cases, Bishop Turner has 10 
right to say that the negro’s color is a 
brand of infamy in this country and that 
the race cannot exist in competition 
with the white man. It has never been 
charged that the negro race in Amer- 
ica was given over to brutal instincts, 
nor is it true that the victims of lynch 
law in this country are confined exclu- 
sively to negro violators. Bishop Tur- 
ner commits the grievous mistake of 
virtually itmputing to the entire negro 


,race the shortcomings of which only & 
few of its members are guilty and the 


argument which he makes, therefore, is 
utterly spurious. As long as-the negro 


behaves himself and makes proper usé 


of the advantages for self-culture and 
self-development which are here offered, 
there is absolutely no reason why the 
two races cannot exist side by side in 
this country without prejudice or fric- 
tion. The stand which Bishop Turner 
takes is altogether too pessimistic. If 
he is really sincere in advocating such 
views on the race question, why does 
he not put out for Liberia himself and 
there exemplify the fafth which he 
teaches. To declaim with such bitter 
stress against the inability of the Amer- 
ican flag to protect the citizens of this 
country, both white and black, does not 
proceed with much grace from one who 
continually avails himself of its protec- 
tion. 

Bishop Turner should renounce either 
his logic or his citizenship. They do 
not go well together.

The Flanagan Case. 

The conclusion of the Ilanagan case 
by the rendering of a verdict of guilty, 
furnishes one of the strongest trials of 
law which was ever made in Georgia. 

In the hands of able counsel every 
advantage was taken of techrficality and 
privilege which belonged to the defense, 
and Judge Candler, with the firmness 
and the diligence which should be imi- 
tated by every judge in the state, met 
every issue promptly, bringing the case 
to a conclusion, which will present a 
test as to the ability of the laws of the 
state to punish crime. The case, there- 
fore, important as it was in itself and 
in its local result, will become, when it 
reaches the supreme court, one on which 
will hinge the whole question as to the 
strength and effectiveness of the law. 

If the supreme court affirms the ver- 
dict of guilty, a precedent will be es- 
tablished for every judge in Georgia in 
future trials, which will show that they 
can bring criminals to trial by simply 
making uv their minds that there shall 
not be endless coutentions for delay 
over absence of witnesses, and the con- 
stant repetition of the plea of insanity. 
In this case a motion fer continuance 
Was made when it was called last Mon- 
day, on the ground that many of the 
witnesses were absent. Judge Candler, 
with the power of the state behind him, 
promptly brought every witness who 
had substantial testimony to submit into 
court and enforced the attendance of 
the list furnished. He firmly refused 
to go into another trial on the plea of 
insanity, because Flanagan had been 
tried on this same point less than four 
months ago. The court took the posi- 
tion that this case must come to trial, 
and that is exactly what the people are 
ealling on their judges to do all over 
the state. They. desire the defense to 
be provided with every facility for open- 
ing their whole case before the jury. 


| They are willing to be taxed ten times 


as much as they are if necessary for 
this purpose, but in return for that they 
demand of attorneys and defense that 
they shall be ready for trial. 

If, therefore, the verdict in this case 
is sustained, it will show that it is in 
the power of the judges in Georgia to 
see that technicalities of law shall not 
be allowed to delay the administration 
of justice. Pursuing this plan, even 
where a new trial is granted the court 
can follow the precedent of former 
Judge Hopkins, by entering upon that 
new trial immediately. It thus becomes 
merely a case of judicial perseverance, 
and that is what every judge owes the 
people. 

If, on the other hand, this verdict is 
not sustained by the supreme court, the 
reversal of it will be the strongest plea 
that can be urged in behalf of the move- 
ment for change in the criminal laws. 
It will be the most powerful argument 
that has yet been advanced for crim!- 
nal law reform. It will present the case 
of a man who was a crank, to be sure, 
deliberately shooting down two helpless 
women. Suffering as this wretch did 
from the tortures of self-abasement, he 
had all the wily shrewdness which ena- 
bled him to cover his tracks and pro- 
ceed to put the cover of insanity upon 
his acts. It was clearly proven in court 
that his crime immediately followed the 
discovery of the fact that his relations 
with one of his victims was about to be 
interfered with. The intention of the 
law is that the plea of insanity shall 
apply only to those who cannot dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong in 
committing murder, and the effort to 
prove that because he was a crank on 
one subject he did not know that he 
was doing wrong when he attempted to 
assault a whole family, presents Flan- 
agan as a mental wreck of greater mag- 
nitude than his condition seems to jus- 
tify. 

In passing upon this case, the su- 
preme court will have before it the ful! 
review of the powers and limitations o* 
the superior court, and its decision will 
be watched with the greatest interest. 
The high character of the supreme court 
is so well known that it is a foregone 
conclusion that its decision will be ren- 
dered strict'y in accordance with the 
law. Therefore, if its decision is a re- 
versal of the judgement of DeKalb su- 
perior court, it will be a declaration of 
the inefficiency of the law, and will be 
an unanswerable argument in favor of 
the reform of our criminal code. If the 
laws as they exist will permit a red- 
handed murderer to enter the homes of 
the people. to mercilessly shoot down 
women and children, and then save him 
from punishment because such act it- 
self was the’ evidence of insanity, then 


‘our laws against murder are not as 


strong as they ought to be.

MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL WAS FILED 


_- 


Tt Con<ains Numerous Grounds and 
Will Be Argued Before Judge 
Candler August 14th—Flan- 
agan Says He Is Indif- 
ferent to Fate. 


Unmoved, unchanged, with face as ex- 
pressioniess as a board, Edwin C. Flanagan 
sat in the Decatur courttiouse yesterday 
morning and heard the jury read his ver- 
dict of guilty, and then, as if by some me- 
chanical movement, ‘he stood up and heard 
the judge sentence him to die on the oth 
of this month. 

Without a word he sat down and again 
bowed his head to its regular angle, just 
as if the most fateful moment of his life 
had no more effect on his disordered brain 
than would the most unimportant event of 
an everyday existence. 

As soon as the judge had finished speak- 
ing the words of doom, the reporter, who 
was sitting by Flanazan, turned to him 
‘and asked him what he thought of the 
verdict. 

“I don't care one way or the other. I knew 
they were going to kill me anyway,” the 
condemned man replied in a fretful sort 
of way, as if- he was tired of the mockery 
of the trial. There was no sign of fear in 
his face; no expression of regret or disap- 
pointment. Only a feverish, look 
told of the feeling within, which seemed to 
be that of a creature that imagined all the 
world against him and that it Would be 
useless to fight the fates. 

The verdict of guilty was reached after 
geventeen hours of consideration by the 
jury. The jurors stated after they were 
discharged that they had not slept during 
the hours of Friday night and that the 
entire time from 3 o'clock Friday afternoon 
until nearly 9 o’clock yesterday morning 
had been consumed in deliberating the 
case. 

The verdict was unanimous, every juror

MiMediately after the verdict and all agreed 
tthe result. 

| Motion for New Trial. 

While the verdict was being read Colonel 
W.C, Glenn was preparing a motion for 
MW trial, which was presented to Judge 
Candler immediately after the sentence 
Was passed. Judge Candjer set the mo- 
ton for a hearing on Saturday 14th. 
Flanagan was carried back to the DeKalb 
county jail, where he was placed in his 
old cell to remain until the day of his 
Hanging on Wednesday, just a little over 
three weeks from today. 

The jury brought in its verdict at 8:45 
O'clock. A few minutes before that time 
it was learned that the verdict had been 
reached. Judge Candler/said that he would 
hot have Flanagan brought up from the 
Jail unless the verdict was one calling for 
the extreme penalty, as he could give a 
SeNtence of any degree except death with 
the prisoner not present. The judge then in- 
Quired of the jury to iearn the verdict, 
and hearing that it was guilty without 
recommendation, he told Sheriff Austin to 
bring Flanagan to the courthouse. 

Colonel Gienn, seeing that the case had 
been lost, sat down, and before Flanagan 
had been brought into tne room his at- 
torney had almost finished a formal motion 
for a new trial. 

Flanagan was brought in by the sheriff 
&nd conducted to his seat. The handcuffs 
were removed from his wrists and then 
he leaned over with bowed head in the 
@ttitude which he nearly always assumes.

When the judge had finishel the prisoner 
sat down without being told. 

“Your honor,” said Colonel Glenn, “I 
want to fle a motion for a new trial tn 
this case."’ 

He then handed the solicitor the {nfor- 
mal motion which he had hastily written. 
The motion was made on two general 
grounds, it being set forth by the defense 
that the verdict was contrary to law and 
that it was contrary to evidence and the 
principles of justice. The formal motion 
will give numerous grounds. 

When the judge had read the motion, he 
said: 

“Take an order setting the hearing of 
the motion for Saturday, August l4th, two 
weeks from today.” 

Court was then adjourned. 

What Flanagan Thinks. 

Flanagan was interviewed for The Con- 
stitution immediately after the verdict was 
read. He first said that he didn’t care, as 
he knew that they were going to kill him 
any way. 

“Do you think they will lynch you to- 
night.”” he was asked. 

“I don’t know whether they will or not,” 
he replied. ‘‘They are bound to kill me 
some time. I ain’t a bit afraid to die. I 
am tired of this mean persecution. Judge 
Candler and all of them are against me, 
and I knew all along I wouldn’t get a fair 
trial here. Of course they will kill me if 
they leave me out here. Pshaw. Sheriff 
Austin couldn't keep no sort of a mob 
back. He wants me killed any way, cause 
he’s got my money.’’

What the Jurors Said. 

The jurors were interviewed after they 
had been discharged. All of them were 
worn out, having remained awake all night 
Friday night trying to reach a verdict. 

“We didn’t want to be in a hurry When a 
man’s life was at stake,’’ said one, and 
tha others concurred. 

Juror Murray said that the men were all 
unanimous. He gaid: 

“We were reading all of Flanagan's lat- 
ters and looking through all of the papers. 
We read everything and didn’t overlook a 
thing. Only one man said anything about 
recommending the prisoner to mercy and 
all of us argued to him that if the man 
was guilty and was responsible at all he 
was responeible enough to deserva the ex- 
treme penalty. We worked on ‘tha casa all 
the time we were out and didn’t sleep any 
down at the hotel. We reached the verdict 
a little after 8 o’clock this morning.” 

Colonel Glenn its confident that he will 
get a new trial. He says that any ona can 
see that the law was violated when the 
jurors came out of their room \into the 
courtroom and scattered all over the cham- 
ber when the tables were littered with 
newspapers containing accounts of the 
trial. 

He said that the sense of the law is that 
the jury shall not separate and that all 
must remain at least within hearing dls- 
tance of each other. He claims that he 
has witnesses to prove that the jurors 
were scattered all over the courtroom, 
while some of them were in the jury room: 

The jurors were asked after the trial if 
they had seen any newepapers. ‘‘We didn’t 
see or read any papers. The bailiffs clean- 
e@ everything out before we went in the 
ePpriroom." wag the answer given by all.

Defense an Able One. 

The general opinion ia that Flanagan’s 
defense could not have been better made. 
Colonel Glenn, assisted by his brother and 
Mr. Spence, has left no detail of his work 
undone. He has hardly slept during the 
entire time of the trial and yesterday when 
it was concluded he was in a state almost 
bordering on collapse. 

Colonel. Glenn has been hampered by 
many difficulties, but he has met every 
issue bravely and effectively. He feels 
that he has done his’ duty and says that 

is firm belief in Flanagan’s insanity will 
move him to keep the case before the 
courts as long as possible, even if it costs 
him ten times the fee he gets in the case, 
which has been more than eaten up by 
expenses already incurred in the trial. 

The splendid manner in whica Solicitor 
Kimsey has conducted the case has won 
for him much admiration. He has made a 
vigorous prosecutor and has backed every 
blow he struck with sound legal doctrine.

WILL ASSIST COLONEL GLENN 


Notable Battle Will Be Waged for a 
Man’s Life. 


CHARLEY HILL WILL BE THE PROSECUTOR 


Great Fight To Be Made by Both 
Sides amd Sensational Disclos- 
ures Are Promised.

Tom Watson will assist Colonel W. C. 
Glenn in defend’ng John McCullough, the 
Clayton county man, accused of killing h‘'s 
wife. 

The employment of Colonel Watson was 
announced yesterday. The fact that he 
will plead for McCullough lends additional 
interest to the case. Colonel Glemn and 
Mr. Watson will have as a formidable op- 
ponent Solicitor Charles D. Hill, of the 
Fulton county criminal court. Captain 
Kimsey is disqualified and Colonel Hill 
will conduct the case for the state in his 
stead. 

The trial of McCullough is a month off. 
The Clayton superior court convenes on 
the first Monday in September and the 
prisoner will be tried at that- time. 

Colonel John B. Hutcheson, one of Me- 
Cullough’s attorneys, is now busy get- 
ting the case in shape. Mr. Hutcheson 
has the work of getting up the evidence 
and is attending to the Clayton county 
end of it. 

As a result of his investigations he has 
worked up what the defense claims to be 
ample proof of McCullough’s innocence. 
Mr. Glenn acknowledges that a hard fight 
is before him, but he is getting ready to 
wade in, and he says that with the help 
of two such excellent attorneys as Colo- 
nel Hutcheson and Mr. Watson he has 
no fears for the result. 

The defense is trying to get evidence to 
prove that McCullough had no mative in 
the killing, and that his relations with 
his wife were of the most pleasant and 
loving nature. The defense claims that it 
ean knock sky high the allegations of 
the prosecution, which are to the effect 
that McCuliough was intimate with his 
sister-in-law and killed his wife se as to 
marry the dead woman's sister. The 
story of the crime in all its horrible de- 
tails has already been told in The Con- 
stitution. 

Colonel Watson will have nothing to do 
with the preperation of the case, but will 
only assist in its conduct before the court. 
He will probably make the clos.ng speech 
in the event that the defense decides to 
introduce mo evidence.

The Answer Wi!! Bring About Another

CITY WILL THEN APPEAL TO CIRCUIT COURT 


Meyor Collier Scys He Will Ask tho 
Legislature To Empower City To 
Force Transfers. 


The city of Atlanta, through its attorneys 
in the transfer case, will fille its answer to 
the bills of the Consolidated Street Ratl- 
way Company tomorrow. The paper will 
be completed by the attorneys tomorrow 
morning and presented to the court, if the 
programme is not changed. 

The city will take issue with the Consol- 
idate@ and deny the allegations of the com- 
pany and the bondholders in many in- 
stances. The city will set up that the 
transfer crdinance is not inequitable and 
that it is a reasonable ordinance and will 
not injure the property or other interests of 
the street car company, as alleged. 

The city will make answer to the car 
company's bills so as to secure a decision 
on the merits of the equity side of thé case. 
When this decision is handed down unfa- 
vorable to the city, the latter will then have 
the case in a position from which an ap- 
peal can be taken to the circuit court of 
the United States, as exclusively announced 
in The Constitution two days ago. An ap- 
peal cannot be taken from the recent de- 
cision of Judge Newman, at Asheville, be- 
cause it was made on a demurrer filed by 
the city. Appeals:can only be takeh in the 
United States court ‘on a decision made on 


the main question involved, as set forth in 


the original bill of complaint. 
Will Ask for Direct Authority. 

The circuit court will not meet unt!! the 
latter part of November and Mayor Collier 
has decided that the city will not wait for 
a decision of that court on the transfer 
question, but will go to the legislature in 
October to secure an amendment to the 
city charter authorizing the city to enact 
and enforce a transfer ordinance. He be- 
lieves the city has that authority now, but 
accepting the suggestion of Judge New- 
man, the city will attempt to secure direct 
legisiative authority to adopt such an or- 
dinance. 

The present case will be followed up and 
the desired end will be fought for by the 
city in two ways. If the circuit court re- 
verses the decision of Judge Newman and 
says the city can force transfers, the char- 
ter amendment will not be necessary, but 
in order to make gure that such authority 
is possessed by the city in direct terms the 
mayor will ask that the charter be amend- 
ed in that particular. 


REPORT OF THE MOBILE TROUBLE 


Mr. T. C. Deleon Writes The Consti- 


tution in Reference to the Matter. 

A privato letter from’ Mr. T. C. DeLeon, 
of Mobile, to the editor of The Constitution 
thus disposes of the charge made by its 
correspondent that the soldiers of the Ala- 
bama national guard, stationed in Mobil>, 
refused to assemble to preserve the peace 
when called upon by Mayor Bush: Mr. 
DeLeon writes: 

“I was much on the streets that night, 
and went freely through the crowds at 
several points. I do-net think that there 


was any assembly, at any time, of as many. 


as five hunéred persons. In my judgment, 
the temper of these crowds was not that 
which precipitates a riot. Angry and strong 
expressions of what the negro deserved 
Were general; and I heard no proposition 
either to lynch him, or to attempt to force 
the city jail; and indubitably none such 
were made. There was nq woman in the 
case, and the megro had made no attempt 
at assault, further than to fight and choke 
the negro ccok of a neighbor of Mr. Jones, 
His attempt to keep the peace turned the 
brute’s fury on him; and he was killed (his 
neck broken) by one blow on the head, 
from a gate picket. The men who quelled 
and tied the negro had him in charge suffi- 
clently long to have hung him several times 
before the patrol wagon arrived; but he 
was turned over unharmed to the officers. 
These are the facts at the Inquest and com- 
mitment. 

‘The chief of police was over the bay: the 
lieutenant in charge; Mayor Bush went to 
the city prison and took charge. About 
midnight he thought it prudent to add the 
military to the civil arm, as a precaution- 
ary measure. Colonel Ccx, commanding 
the Furst regiment Alabama national 
guard, was also over the bay. Lieutenant 
Colonel RB. duMont was in command. 
There are only four infantry companies 
(composing the first battalion) stationed in 
Mobile, and one battery of the artillery 
battalion. Immediateiy on recelving the 
Iraycr’s order, Cclonei duMont took active 
measures to assembie the battalion. Some 
of the men were absent from the city, and 
at that hour cars run at longer Intervals. 
Runners and bicycle couriers were sent to 
notify the men living at wide distances, 
and doubtless many of them scattered in 
the crowds at different points. I have seen 
Colonel duMont, and his statement is as 
follows: 

“ "The companies were ordered to report 
at the armory to protect government prop- 
erty, as a matter of precaution, The men 
resperded with remarkable proniptitude, all 
things considered. Company A, Mobile 
Cadets, reported all its roll but five men, 
who could not be found. Company F, Mo- 
bile Rifles, reported all but six or eight. 
Company :F, Gulf City Guard, and com- 
pany D, Lomax Rifles. reported every man 
who could be found that night: next day 
reported and did guard duty at the armory. 

“Colonel duMont states that, to the 
best of his knowledge, there was absolutely 
not one man who refused to respond cheer- 
fully when notified.

New York Bank Statement. 


New York, July 31.—The Financier says: 

“The continued increase in loans of the 
New York banks in the face cf the present 
enormous total reported is a feature that 
is beginning to attract attention in the 
clearing house statements. It was supposed 
that, following the $11,000,000 increase be- 
tween June 26th and July 3d, a decrease 
might be looked for, as the July. settlement 
period is usually followed by a temporary 
contraction, but so far from _ shrinking, 
oans have made an additional gain of 
$10,000,000 during the mionth just ended, 
and if the movement of other heavy erop 
years are of ary value in comparison, 
the upward trend should continue for from 
thirty to sixty days yet. The heavy bust- 
ness New York banks are doing is not gen- 
erally appreciated. Their reserve require- 
ments are now $17,000,000 in excess o/7 all 
the cash they reported on hand for the 
corresponding week one year ago: A de- 
failed comparison. shows that while the 
National Union bank and the Bank of 
America made increases in loans aggregat- 
ing $2,968,200, or a sum equivalent to the 
total loan expansion reported in the state- 
ment, the losses reported by others were 
made up by gains in which no less than 
twenty-six banks participated. The small 
increase in deposits, in the face of the 
loan expansion and the heavy receipts of 
interior funds. is surprising, but itis per- 
haps a belated evidence of the heavy cus 
toms payments and the withdrawals o% 
legal tenders for gold export purposes last 
week. The banks have been losing heav- 
ily to the sub-treasury for ten days, the 
amount for the week just ended having 
been in excess of $3,0%.00.

Fostering and encouraging 
anv worthy enterprise promeseted by outsive 
eapital ard permitting it to make a fair 
interest will be an inducement to others 
but contention and opnrression will produca 
the onposite result. Without stronger ren- 
rons than now exist. Atlanta cannot profi- 
tahly adopt such a policy.

Liverpool] sent mo quotations, and although 
the continental markets were higher, Sep- 
tember closed only Ye higher in this 
market. Corn averaged strong, but eased 
off with wheat, gaining %c.

Liverpool is keeping holiday and sent 
no quotations on grain this morning, but 
a London cabiegram quoted the cargo 
markets strong on account of continental 
demand. New York advices of about 
1,000,000 bushels of wheat having been 
sold for export yesterday was an element 
in creating the strength with which wheat 
Started here. September wheat closed yes- 
day at 74%c, was wanted at from 74‘gc to 
754gc at the opening and rose in a few 
minutes to 75¥%c. It reacted to 74%c, and 
followed that by another quick advance 
that ended at 75%@%c. The latter bulge 
was due in some measure to an advance 
in July wheat at New York of 4c a bushel. 
The bear leaders came to the fromt and 
sold freely over 75c The crowd took the 
Same side and plenty of long wheat came 
out. Wheat delivered on July contracts— 
as much as 1,000,000 bushels was said—had 
some influence im checking the bull feel- 
ing.

The gen- 
erai speculator has been sucn a large 
loser in the past that he will not come in 
in force urtil he is satisiied tha: there is 
something under the markets besides wind. 
When he does come, he is very apt to be 
@ prominent factor, and he will come wiltli- 
out doubt. European stocks wera ‘reported 
as decreasing the last week 4,088,000 bush- 
els. The English visible showed a loss of 
1,200,000 against a gain last year of 153,000 
bushela, and the amount on passage de- 
creased 0,000 bushels against 1,20u,0Uu0 the 
same week in 1896. Then, too, worid’s ship- 
ments were very small, 3,s01,000 Dbusieis, 
against 5,889,000 last year.

your arteries, after 200 years. 

But look at this country now. So it will 
be with Liberia in a few years, if men of 
industry and self-reliance will go there and 
develop its infinite resources. For abso- 
lute and undeniable proofs of the above 
facts and great possibilities, you have only 
to go to Liberia and visit the comfortable 
homes of the far/ners, who once fandead 
there without even the proverbial “thirteen 
cents’’ wiTh which to start out in life. 

They will tell you when they first landed 
the future looked dark, but that they did 
not starve nor die of the African fever 
(which is nothing more than a malarial fe- 
ver indigenous to all warm countries, yet 
hundreds of emigrants never coutruct it) as 
evidenced by the fact that they now live 
In not only comfortable, but elegant houses. 
surrounded by all the luxuries of home and 
With a net and assured income from their 
@ffee, ginger and other products, 
@uarantees to them not only a comfortable 
living, but a fortune to them in their ola 
@ge and to their posterity after them.

lias not the United States government a 
representative there in the person of Dr. 
William H. Heard, of Philadelphia, Pa? 
Was he not sent there to protect the inter- 
ests of all the Americans in that republic? 
I know he would gladly have done so. Did 
not (Mr. Flummer remain in LYberla for a 
month after the emigrants landed, and was 
he not seen by them every day of his stay 
there? If they were robbed of their pro- 
Visions by him, why did they not then and 
there make their complaints to the United 
States minister, and there demand of him 
reparation? 

Are We to believe that these people were 
with Mr. Flummer day after day and with- 
ina few minutes’ walk of a court of justice, 
where an officer of the law could have been 
had at any moment to place him under ar- 
rest, or where they too ignorant to avail 
themselves of the opportunity? 

The proposition is too absurd to think 
about. They are slanderous lies of the bas- 
est sort. 

It is quite 


the 


plain to every thinking man 
with his better judgment that the slanders 
told and published about Liberia are told 
only to discourage emigration. The editors 
of the public press could be far better em- 
ployed if they would use their papers in 
gctung the United States government or the 
philanthropists of this ¢ountry to furnish 
the International Migration Society with 
sufficient funds to transport and colonize 
three million of my people in Liberia, in- 
stead of trying to stop the few honest, 
hard working, progressive pioneers who pay 
for their own transportation and go to 
pave the way to a higher civilization and 
maintain a flag for the protection of their 
sons and daughters; for certainly the flag 
of the United States cannot do it. 

It occurs to me that the stand taken by 
almost the entire press of the United States 
is somewhat paradoxical. First, it will take 
advantage of misrepresentation, falsehovd 
and lies against Liberia. They use every 
artifice to advertise Liberia as a hotbed 
of ignorance, burning up with scorching 
fevers, teeming with wild beasts und 
monstrous reptiles; as a marsh: and jungle 
unfit for civilized people to inhabit. They 
tell the colored people of America that the 
United States Is a paradise for them com- 
pared with Liberia; that it is certain death 
to go there. Why do this? Is it because 
they love the negro so weil? Is it because 
they like to have him around them par- 
ticipating in the various avocations, polit- 
ical, civil and Industrial? Nay, verily, it 
cannot be this. For the black face in this 
country is the badge of infamy and the 
symbol of degradation. When he under- 
takes to enter into competition with the 
white man does he not meet with every 
opposition? Is he not prescribed and the 
victim of special. legislation and special 
decisions from the United States supreme 
court down? Since the above are facts, 
why do they want him to remain in this 
country? he restrictions thrown around 
the negro in his endeavors to climb higher 
is not confined to sentimentality. lt is so far 
reaching that the supreme court of the 
United States has been called upon, and 
whatever civil liberties he may have en- 
joyed under the constitutional amendments 
in the past are now denied him forever. 

Moreover, if the negro is the fearful fe- 
male outrager that our lynchers say he is, 
itis not only paradoxical, but a mystery to 
me how any white man in the United States 
could want the negro to remain here. 1 do 
not deny that some terrible black monsters 
have perpegrated crimes of horror. That 
all who pakchanged are guilty I do not be- 
lieve. Indeed, I Know they are not, for I 
have had too much evidence from white 
and colored who stood as high before God 
and man as Mr. Lyncher. But the very 
fact that the white ladies are supposed to 
be in danger where the black man is should 
be sufficient incentive to cause the nation 
to pour out money by the millions and put 
a line of steamers between here and Africa 
for the transportation of every negro who 
can be induced to go. and if the nation 
will not do it, it appears.to me that the 
étates should do it through their legisla- 
tures, as the state of Maryland did for 
years.

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of the country should unite and put ships 
on the ocean as they formerly did when 
they brought annually 60,000 Africans to 
this country for fifty years—a fact which 
history records: For when you touch the 
bonor, purity and happiness of the ladies 
of any people you touch that which they 
prize higher than their gold, silver, dia- 
monds or theif lives. 

True, the white people tell us that when 
the negro ceases to commit the erimes so 
frequently charged at his door lynchings 
will stop. They offer that as a prospective 
consolation, a kind of soothing sirup, as it 
were, to the law abiding negroes, as nine 
hundred and ninety-nine out of every 
thousand are, when it comes to the crimes 
generally alleged. But we fear if every 
negro has to stop committing crimes before 
lynching does it will be a long time. For 
white people themselves, even in this en- 
lightened age, with all of their history, 
experience and exaltedness,, continue to 
commit crimes, and there seems to be but 
little hope that they are going to stop very 
600n. Therefore, it appears over-exacting 
to me to expect that all the negroes will 
at once become satisfied and s0 
far civilized that crime will be 
impossible among them. Especially so, 
when the country is flooded with grogshops 
and liquor stalls to the extent it is, con- 
taining millions of galléns of a raging 
liquid, calculated to manufacture incarnate 
flends enough to storm the batilements 
of hell itself. That the great bulk of the 
white people of the United States, both 
north and south, are kind, peaceable and 
respectful citizens in every sense of the 
word, every colored man knows, and for 
them they cherish the most tcuder regard. 
Still we afe the victims of unlawful deaths, 
by the hundreds, yearly, and we could die 
no faster, no, not as rapidly in Africa, than 
we do in this country. 


Had hundreds, if not thousands, who 
were execUted without judge or jury, gone 
to Liberia} they would have been living 
today and contributing to the business and 
commerce of fhe world. I thank no news- 
paper to speak in the most depreciative 
and villainous terms of the negro in one 
column and in the next to be lamenting 
and bewailing his poverty and sufferings in 
Africa, because some vagabond and scul- 
lionized negro who is too lazy to work 
and too trifling (o take care of himself, 
returns and spins a doleful yarn to get 
some deceived person to contribute some- 
thing to sustain them in their worthless- 
Suppose the negroes do emigrate, 
emigration has been the progress of em- 
Pire through all ages. The Savages and 
barbarians of the world have been civil- 
ized and elevated by colonization, and in 
every instance the emigrants themselves, 
while elevating others, have reached 
wealth, polish and culture by that medium. 
Egypt was civilized by a colony from 
Mesopotamia; Greece by colonists from 
Kgypt; Italy and Rome by colonists from 
Greece; Europe by colonists from Rome, 
and North and South America by colonists 
from HKurope. And if Africa is ever civil- 
ized and christianized it will have to be 
done by colonists from America, Who are 
of like color, like instincts and of a ccm- 
mon sympathy. 

For the European cannot civilize Africa. 
They may Kill the African out with thetr 
guns and weapons of war, as they have 
exterminated the Indians in this country. 
But only the African can furnish, a domain 
for the American African to play his part 
in the drama of civilization, christianiza- 
tion and national events. And I pity the 
man, be he black or white, whose brain 
is so dwarfed and abnormatlized that he 
cannot perceive it. The thirteen returned 
Liberian colonists that some of the papers 
of the country are drying to make mar- 
tyrs of, and whose ignorant whines they 
are trying to magnify and attach such im- 
portance to, would receive no more atten- 
tion than the bray of an ass, should they 
attempt to talk about anything else in 
history, science, geography, politics, me- 
chanics or anything deserving attention, 
not a paper in the country would notice 
a word they uttered. They would simply 
be called @ set of illfterate, ignorant ne- 
groes woe ought to be put to work. The 
Internatiemal Migration Society, of Bir- 
mingham, Ale., is a creature of circum- 
stances. The condition of the two races 
in the United States makes it possible for 
that ‘society to exist; and while I have 
nothing to do with it, notwithstanding I 
am assailed as a great factor in it, by your 
great paper, I do believe with all my heart 
that said society will make it possible for 
my race to exist. That it has opened up 
an avenue by which the exiled sons of 
Africa can and will return, there is no 
doubt, and especially so if they could have 
a little financial aid from some of the rich 
men of che country. 

As I have said before, I am personally 
acquainted with the promoters of the so- 
ciety. They all are white men, and I be- 
lieve that the motives that prompt them 
in their goog work comes from Christian 
hearts and that they are actuated by a 
desire to benetit humanity. If they thought 
that Liberia was not a suitable place for 
the negro, they would abandon the project 
at once, for the president has been there 
himself. To sum up the whole situation, it is 
Only mecessary to say that the Interna- 
tional Migration Society has always dealt 
fairly with its patrons; for J have watched 
them both, in this country and in Liberia. 
That; the majority of all the emigrants 
that they have carried, and, in fact, nearly 
all of them are now living in Liberia con- 
tented and satisfied and on the road to 
prosperity, freedom and happiness. They 
are now getting together thousands of oth- 
ers who will in the near future go to Li- 
beria.~ In fact, they have over 10,000 names 
on their books, with others pouring in 
daily. 

Millions would go if they were able to 
pay their ‘transportation. ‘They do not 
wish, nor will they ever be able to accom- 
plish, what is termed by gome of our peo- 
ple wholesale emigration. A few hundred 
each year for the first few years will go; 
after that, a few thousands yearly, but 
that the United States will be greatly de- 
populated of its negro inhabitants there 
need be no doubt. I use the term inhabi- 
tant beeause the United States supreme 
court has practically said that the negro 
igs not a citizen. We believe that those who 
go, and possibly those who stay, as well 
as the whites of this country, will be im- 
measurably benefited, and that ere long the 
negro will have built for himself a nation 
that will be recognized and respected by 
all the world. Senator Morgan, of Alaba- 
ma, and ex-Senatur Butler, of South Car- 
Olina, two of the most philosophical and 
broad statesmen, in my opinion, in the 
nation, both of whom are friendly to the 
negro, say that his future is indissolubly 
connect&* with Africa. Senator Morgan 
says that the white people in this country 
will mever give the negro social recogni- 
tion, and without x he will be a scullion; 
and a siave is better off than a free scul- 
lion. I may not quote his precise lan- 
guage, as lam writing in haste and draw- 
ing upon a somewhat doubtful 
tion. But the senator believes that if the 
black man is not willing to make sacri- 
fices, brace opposition and lay his life 
upon the altar to build up a nation, as the 
White people of all ages have had to do, he 
is not fit to be a free man, and i endorse 
every word of this great statesman and 
senator. 

Thousands and tens of thousands of white 
people in this section of the country, who 
say comparatively nothing on this sub- 
ject, as they all are afraid of each other, 
when any question invoiving the negro is 
up, that they believe that the only sgsolu- 
tion of existing troubles on the race ques- 
tion is the return of the negro to the land 
of his ancestry. I am furthermore satisfied

“hat God saw that the shortest and quick- 
est way to civilize the negro was to bring 
him in immediate contact with this in- 
domitable and all-conquering white race, 
which would foree him into civilization and 
teach him on the one hand. and dragoon 
him by persecution on the other into Chris- 
tianity, and through hian, whert¥ liberated, 
missionize Africa and bring her millions 
to the foot of the cross. Nor is this a 
new doctrine. I heard white ministers, 
nearly fifty years ago, in South Carolina, 
proclaim it. Such 


and brave pulpit powers 
Were common; a very scarce commodity 
in these days. And if Henry Clay was liv- 
ing he could bring in no omnibus bill that 
would compromise this result, it will, it 
must and shall terminate in that way. I 
conclude by saying the present oppression 
of my people in this country, together with 
the indescribable opportunities in Liberia, 
makes a tremendous emigration in the near 
future a certainty. 

Though the clouds look dark and fore- 
boding, thank God, I see a riff in them. 
They have a shiver lining that sends its 
bright rays across the ocean for thousands 
of miles, and like the magician’s wand, 
points out to my people a refuge. The 
flag of Liberia. with but a single star in 
the middle, still waves in the tropical 
breeze, over the sun-kissed hills of a free 
and independent republic. And there, that 
same flag, with its Single star, we believe, 
will continue to flaunt and gather strength 
and power as the negro shall learn 
sense and catch the spirit of manhood nec- 
essary for the buikiing of a nation. And 
that flag will be the symbol of national 
provwction to*thousands of ships that will 
enter the harbors of Boston, New York, 
Savannah and New Orleans, laden with 
miilions and millions of commerce. Then 
the negro will be a Man, and not before.

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DOUGLASS WAS NOT AFRAID. 


Negro Did Not Withdraw Because of 


the Ryder Lynching. 

Talbotton, Ga., July 31.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution of the 2h instant announced 
the appointment of W. O. DeLoach to the 
ostoftice here and stated that Alfred 
Soustien the negro applicant, had with- 
drawn from the race immediately afeer the 
lynching of Dr. Ryder. The suggestion 
that Douglass was afraid to accept the 
postoffice at Talbotton was so plain that 
he makes this statement: 

‘“T bave been fully aware for some time 
that the c:tizens here did not want a 
negro postmaster, but I have never feared 
any opposition to my holding the office 
if appointed other than a protest against 
my being installed. I decided more than 
ea week before the lynching of Dr. Ryder 
that I would withdraw im favor of Mr. 
DeLoach, and at noon of the day on which 
Ryder was lynched in the evening, I call- 
ed the republican committee, of which I 
was chairman, together and we indorsed 
Mr. DeLoacn for the postoffice: 

‘This shows ‘that no fear of lynching 
had anything to do with my action. 

“T have lived for years in Talbot county 
and have many warm friends here without 
regard to color or political faith.”

Compulsory Vaccination Is Being “te- 
quired in All the Large 


Towns. 

Montgomery, <Ala., July 31.—(Special.)— 
The physicians here have practically all 
agreed that the twelve cases of sick- 
ness now in Montgomery's pesthouse are 
smallpox, although of a mild form. Com- 
pulsory vaccination. has been ordered and 
the police are going from house to house 
insisting on comphance with the law. 

The smallpox situation. in the state is 
how somewhat alarming. The disease is 
of the mildest type ever known to the 
physicians, but it spreading too much 
for the public sufety. lt is believed to 
have originated in Pensacola and to have 
been carried from there into Butler and 
Corecuh counties, Alabama, where some 


300 cases have developed. In these communi- 


ties, however, the d.sease has been stamp- 


ed out without the loss of a life. 
At Lirmingham at present there are 
about fifty cases, in this city a dozen, in

It appears that active and = sutcessful 
efforts are being made in all of the ecom- 
Inunities m which the disease now exists 
to stop its spread. Two or three cases de- 
velop every day or two at Birmingham, 
but all in the state are promptly 
isolated, and compulsory vaceination is ree 
quired in all affected districts. Dr. Saun- 
dems health officer, publishes this 
&eneral prescription to check the spread of 
the disease: “Vaccination, isolation ‘ and 
Cleanliness.’ 

No quarantine has beem enforced or {s 
contemplated by any of the Alabama ¢om- 
munities, 

The physicians of the city met tonight 
and sized up the situation. They now 
recognize the d!sease as smallpox, but in- 
tit is of a very mild type. The city 
physician, Dr. Glenn Andrews, reporved 
that he had rented the Hale {nfirmary for 
the care of the suspects and those who 
hadi been exposed to the disease.

Our peo- 
ple are as humane and law-abiding today as 
they were thirty, forty or fifty yveors ago, 
end the records of the courts prove it In 
861° there were 216 white convicts in the 
now there are but 196, and 
we have a greater population. There is 
hb) per cent less of felonies in Georgia than 
in New York or Massachusetts, according to 
population. Of ecvrse, 1 mean among the 
whites. Now set that down. 

An Ohio paper has recently investigated 
the record of that nameless crime for the 
past ten years in that state and gives the 
figures which show 324 cases, and the negro 
criminals outnumber the whites six to one 
in proportion to population. In Georgia 
they outnumber the whites sixty to ons 
and it is bé®ause ef our scattered and unh- 
pretected population in the rural districts 
Pefora the war that crime wes unknown 
and almost unheard of in the south.

Nearly 3,000 colored con- 
vitts in the chainganes and less than 200 
whites, and the nameless crime is cOmmit- 
ted by negroes somewhere every day in 

the -year. What is the cause of this alarming 
degeneracy of the negro? [ heard a preach- 
er say the other day that lynching for 
this crime or any other was the evidence 
of a depraved and lawless public sentiment. 
He is mistaken. It {s rather the evidence of 
minds charged, perhaps overcharged, with 
love and respect for wives and daughters, 
and no man who has neither is a fit juror 
to try the case. He 1s incapable of under- 
standing or appreciating the common per- 
{1 that, like a shadow, hangs over the 
farmer’s home, be it ever so humble. Pa- 
rental love is nearly all that these people 
have to give to their children and they 
give that and cherish them and will defend 
them as a tigress defends her whelps. What 
is the majesty of the law worth to a man 
whose child has fallen victim to a brute? 
What is it to his nelghbor who all these 
years has been from time to time appre- 
hending a similar visitation? What does 
a young man, whether preacher or editor 
or lawyer, know about it? Jean Ingelow 
(God bless her sweet memory!) makes the 
old fisherman to say: “I feel for mariners 
of stormy nights and feel for wives that 
watch ashore.” Who knows the perils of 
the deep like fisherman? Some of those 
learned judges and lawyers and preachers 
of Atlanta have given vent to language 
that is bitter and malignant against lynch- 
ings for any crime, but it ts to be noted 
that they have long lived in call of the 
police by night and by day and within 
brick walls and with neighbors at hand on 
every side. What can they know of the 
peril of the farmer whose wife visits a 
neighbor, or whose children have te go a 
mile away to school. 

Perhaps some inquiring mind will ask 
what do I Know about it? Twenty years 
ago I moved from the city to the country 
and farmed there for ten years, and all 
that time the apprehension grew stronger 
and stronger, for there were negroes all 
around me on the farms, and more negroes 
not far away working in the mines. I never 
expressed my fears, not even to my wife; 
but when our boys all left the farm for 
other avocations, and I had to be away 
most of the time, my wife became alarmed, 
and I immediately left the farm and moved 
to town for security. So did every neighbor 
that I had, and our schoo! was broken up 
and the whole settlement abandoned and 
turned over to negro tenants. The school- 
house was a mile away, and I used to look 
with parental eagerness for the first ap- 
pearance of the children’s hats as they rose 
into view over the Patent hill. Until then 
I never realized the common peril that en- 
virons the country people. | have a poor 
opinion of opinions unless they come from 
those who are competent to judge. “Great 
men are not always wise,’ saith the scrip- 
tures. The nearer the press is to the peop.e 
the country people, the more ready it is to 
apoligize, or even to justify, the speedy 
execution of this class of criminals. The 
preachers and the press may fulminate 
and the governor proclaim, but I cannot 
help rejoicing at every capture and every 
execution. The law's delay has nothing to 
do with it. It is the spontaneous outburst 
of emotions long felt and long smothered, 
and those emotions are based upoa love— 
love for home and wife and children, love 
and respect for the wives and daughters 
of the neighbors. Lynching negroes for this 
crime is no evidence of lawlessness among 
our people. The crime stands out by itself 
as an atrocity for which no law is adequate 
and no remedy has yet been found. Why 
it should be on the increase in defiance 
of lynchings we cannot tell. It may be 
that since the war northern philanthropy, 
supplemented by southern oflfice-seekers, 
have exalted his consequence and his 
desire for social equality that his fear of 
punishment has been allayed. But certain 
it is that the race has not yet been greatly 
intimidated by lynchings, and they are con- 
sidered martyrs by most of their preachers 
and teachers and editors. How many more 
outrages there would be if these lynchings 
should stop we can only conjecture. Bishop 
Turner proposed a day of fasting and 
prayer for the deliverance of his people 
from these horrible lynchings, but not a 
word about the outrages that provoke 
them. 

But it is curious and somewhat amusing 
to read the different counts in this general] 
bill of indictment against the people who 
resort to violence. Some assert vehemently 
that there is a defect in the law’s ma- 
chinery, and some say not: One preacher 
Says that 88 per cent’of those indicted 
cape. One more would come square up to 
Judge Dooly’s estimate when he said: 
“Gentlemen of the jury, I charge you that 
the ninety-nine guilty have already 
escaped.”’ One learned lawyer says that Ry- 
der would certainly have been tried and 
convicted in September. and doubtless been 
speedily executed. Another says he wou!d 
have been sent to the asylum as a lunatic. 
Judge Bileckley says the law needs no re- 
forming—that it is right now. The Bar as- 
sociation have resolved that it does need 
reforming. One wreacher quotes scripture 
that says “‘The tand mus: not be defiled 
with blood,’ but does not give the context 
that says “‘Innocent blood,’ and the fur- 
ther context that says “Deliver him unto 
the hand of the avenger of blood that he 
may die, and thine eye shalt not pity him.” 
Life for life. hand for hand, « “Get them 
stone him with stones,’ ete. It seems ].ke 
a burlesque for any preacher to go to the 
old Mosaic law for a text against suni- 
mary punishment of heinous crimes. The 
avenger of b.ood Was on the Wwar- 
path all the time and even 
the man who unwittingly Killed his neigh- 
bor, not hating him. beforehand, had to ay 
for his life tothe city of refuge lest the 
avenger of blood overtake him, and being 
shall siay him, Yes, being 


SO 
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hot shall slay him. Those avengers of 
klood must have been blood-thirsty fellows 
indeed. It was an awful coae of law, but 
the children of Iscael were an awful race 
to deal with. T wender-what the boys of 
this gereration weuld say to a law like 
this: “If,a man have a stubborn and re- 
bellious son who will not obey the voice 
of his father or his mother, then shall his 
father tay hold vn him and bring him tea 
the elders and say this, our son, will not 
obey our voice. And all the men of the 
city shall stone him with stones that he 
die. And Israel shall hear and fear?’’ What 
a horrible death was that! And yet it Was 
a common and a frequent punishment. If 
I was a preacher I wouldn't ga to the Old 
Testament for a text against lynching. I 
wouldn't even quote Cain, whom the Lord 
marked, for it seems very certain that if 
the Lord had not interfered the people 
would have lynehed him. Josephus says 
that the Lord protected him because of his 
offering and because he entreated and said: 
“Is my yn too great to be forgiven?” 

To my mind the sim of the whole matter 
is that neither the law’s delay nor its un- 
certainty has anything to do with the im- 
pulses and emotions that control men when 
they pursue and overtake and identify and 
execute a negro for his crime against help- 
less innocence. Tvery parent and husband 
and brother in the neighborhood imme- 
diately becomes an avenger of blood. If 
the brute has already been caught by the 
officers of the law and securely placed in 
prison, then let him stay there and méet 
his doom according to law. I would not 
take any prisoner away from an honest 
und faithful sheriff—unless perhaps the 
victim was one of my family, nor even then 
unless it could be done without shedding 
the blood of officers or friends. 

For all other crimes the laws we have 
are good enough for all good citizens, and 
| feel no great concern for the bad. I sbup- 
pose that at least half the lawyers carry 
coneealed weapons, but they don’t carry 
them for me. Certain it is I want no ad- 
vice on this subject from press or pulpit, 
from judges or lawyers, and especially 
from young unmarried men or those who 
live in rock-built cities. I[ had rather hear 
and heed the voice of the women of this 
southern land, the mothers and daughters 
who alone are the victims when peril 
comes, if it comes at all. What do they 
Say?
